HESE days the streets of Paris are filled with soldiers each of whom 
has given to France some part of his physical self.. That his 
country may endure, that she may continue to enjoy’ and teach 

liberty, he has seen tis arm or his leg, or both, blown off, or cut off. But 
when on the boulevards you mect him walking with crutches or with 
an empty sleeye pinned beneath his Cross of War, and he thinks your 
glance is one of pity, he resents it. He holds his head more stiffly erect. 
He seems to say, “I know how greatly you envy me/’ 

And who would dispute him? Long after the war is ended, soe long 
as he lives, men and women of France will honor him, and in their eyes 
he will read their thanks. But there is one soldier who cannot read 
their thanks, who is spared the sight of their pity. He is the one who 
has made all but the stipreme sacrifice. He is the one who is blind. He 
sits in perpetual darkness. You can remember certain nights that seemed 
to stretch to doomsday, when sleep was withheld and you tossed and 
lashed upon the pillow, praying for the dawn: Imagine a night of such 
torture dragged out over many years, with the dreadful knowledge that 
the dawn will never come. Imagine Paris with her bridges, palaces and 
parks, with the Seine, the Tuilleries, the boulevards, the glittering shop 
windows conveyed to you only through noise, only through the shrieks 
of motor horns and the shuffAng of feet. 

The men who 
have been blind- 
ed in battle have 
lost more than 
sight. They have 
been robbed of 
their independ- 
ence. They feel 
they are a bur-_ 
den. It is not 
only the physical 
loss they suffer, 
but the thought 
that no longer 
are they of use,

lGen. Miles Tells Why He Belicves No Foreign Na Nation! 
Could Successfully “Invade the United States 


Would Attempt Such an -Expedition, 
- Resistance It Would Encounter. 


Former Head of the American Army Says Even a Force of 400,000 Men, Than Which No Smaller 
Would Dissolve Like Snow Under the Sun Before the 


He Outlines Plan by Which Regular 
Establishment Could Be Kept 


at 150,000 and Quickly Increased 
to 400,000 or Even 1,000,000 in 
Case of Supreme National Emer- 
gency. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26. 

REGULAR army of 150,000 men, organized 

to the minute and readily capable of ex- 

pansion under the same officers into an 
army of 400,000 on a fighting footing, with the 
national guard organized on identical lines, and an 
ample number of submarines and seaplanes, con- 
stitute the fundamentals of the preparedness plan 
of Lieutenant-General Nelson A. Miles, veteran of 
the Civil War, Indian fighter and one time com- 
manding General of the army. 

Gen. Miles is confident that under his plan the 
peace strength of the regular army could be ex- 
panded into the war strength “without adding a 
single officer or a single regiment.” 

“This is no new theory,” said the General, in 
explaining his plan to a congressional committee. 
“It is the result of years of observation, not_only. 
in our country, of the requirements and condition 
of our people, but experience and observation in 
every other army of the world.” 

The General’s plan to the committee was but 
briefly touched in the news at the time it was 
made. It is here given at greater length. 

“TI am sure that it would be the most econom- 
ical of any of the many plans now suggested, and 
I am sure that it would be the most effective or- 
ganization that could be adopted by our Govern- 
ment,” said the General. “It would also be capa- 
ble of expanding into a military force of 1,200,000 
men. This need only be done as the revenues of 
the Government would warrant. If you have the 
system and the organization and fill it up from 
the bottom, you have all the military experience 
and skill available to be used in the most effective 


manner. 


| Without Additional Burden. —| 


66 T would require no special or extraordinary 
| increases of taxes upon the people, or 
additional burdens. Of course, as you 
changed the organization there would be vacan- 
cies at the bottom of the list, which would have 
to be filled either from West Point or from the 
army or from civil life. The additional number 
of Second Lieutenants that would be required by 
this change I recommend be appointed from states 
and congressional districts in the course of four 
years, the same as the appointments now being 
made to West Point and Annapolis. This system 
would be purely American and there is nothing 
to indicate that a larger military force would be 
required in the near future and I hope never in 
the distant future. 

“With the perfected organization there would be 
ny difficulty in securing the necessary men in 
case of imminent danger of invasion. You could 
not keep the men back. At the outbreak of the 
Spanish-American War we asked for only 160,000 
volunteers, but because of pressure and patriotic 
ardor, we actually enkisted 300,000 men. Only 
52,000 of these were sent out of the country before 
it became apparent that peace was soon coming. 


No Fear of Invasion.

“Under the Constitution,” he said, “if you want 
an army for conquest, to carry on a war with some 
other country, the national guard would not be 
easily federalized. But for maintaining law and 
order at home, maintaining the civil government 
ot the states and the nation, and to repel in- 
vasion, it is available instantly. Under the Con- 
stitution to that extent it was wisely federalized 
129 years ago. 

“Section 8 of the Constitution specifically be- 
stows upon Congress the power to organize, arm 
and discipline the militia. It reserves to the states 
only the appointment of the officers and the ‘au- 
thority of training the militia according to the 
discipline prescribed by Congress.’ National de- 
fense means resisting a possible invader, not a 
war of aggression. 

“The language of this section of the Consti- 
tution is clear. Congress has power to prescribe 
rules for training and disciplining the militia, and 
no limitation was placed on those powers by the 
makers of the Constitution, which embodies more 
human wisdom than any other public document 
devised by man. Congress can require the na- 
tional guard to be organized and maintained on 
lines identical with those laid down for the reg- 
ular army, thus making it a thoroughly effective 
reserve force. My observation is that the men in 
the national guard are a patriotic, brave, intelli- 


gent body of young men, and entitled to high 
consideration and commendation and to the 
gratitude of the American people.

EN. MILES called attention to the fact that

“Including the men, in the army and those who 
have enlisted since (during the last 17 years),” he 
said, ‘400,000 have passed through all the drill, 
instruction and discipline of the military service. 
Approximately the same number have received 
military training in the national guard. During 
that time about 136,000 young, educated men have 
received military instruction at our agricultural 
colleges under regular army officers. These fig- 
ures make a total of nearly a million men in our 
country who have received military instruction 
either in the regular army, the national guard 
o: the agricultural colleges, for which Congress 
appropriates money and furnishes officers for drill 
acd instruction. This does not include the men 
in othér military institutions, like the Virginia 
Military Institute,.the institutions in Georgia, 
Vermont and other states where young men are 


drilled and disciplined. 


“To say that these brave, patriotic men would 
not respond in case their country was invaded or 
a serious attempt to invade it, and their Govern- 
ment and liberties endangered, would be a State- 
ment as unjust as it would be untrue. Added to 
the above number there are between 2,000,000 and 
3,000,000 men in our country who have passed 
through all the drill, discipline and instruction of 
European armies and are now, in the main, earn- 
est, patriotic citizens of this great republic. 


“In addition to these there are many officers 


on the retired lists of the army who have seen 
more actual warfare than any body of men in any 
pert of the world.

The net result of the outbreak is an amazing 
exhibition of congressional folly and demagogery 
and increased danger of trouble with Germany. 
The President is embarrassed and the force of his 
contention weakened by the evidence that a large 
percentage of Congressmen favor yielding the vital 
point for which he has contended. 

When Senator Stone, chairman of the Senate 


Foreign Affairs Committee and Speaker Clark 
warn the President that the House will oppose 
him on account of fear that we might have to de- 
fend American rights by force, it is no wonder 
that Germany banks on support of Congress 
against the President for her policy of conduct- 
ing submarine warfare regardless of neutral 
rights, law and humanity. 

If Germany is misled into disregard of the Pnes- 
ident’s stand and into acting on the belief that 
Americans are too timid and sordid to defend their 
rights and protect American lives, it will be due 
tu the demagogic folly of Congress. Americans 
are peaceful, patient and forbearing. They are 
inclined to be exceedingly generous to Germany 
and exceedingly anxious to avoid being involved 
[in the European conflict. But Americans are 
quickly aroused by actual wrong; their resent- 


is fierce and uncompromising. 

Certainly there was no foundation for the al- 
leged congressional fear that the President might 
unnecessarily drag this country into War. He 
has kept peace under the mogt trying difficulties 
and a storm of criticism. We believe he will 
maintain it if possible. We hope Germany will 
not be misled by congressional politics and hys- 
terics. 

Back of Congress is the American people. A 
great majority of them approve the President’s 
course and will support him in refusing to aban- 
don or abridge American. rights. 
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SENTIMENT IN ALSACE-LOERAINE. 

It is reported that Alsace-Lorraine desires Ger- 
many to win and that the provincial legislative 
bodies have made a formal expression on the sub- 
ject. The authenticity of the expression need not 
be impeached. Doubtless it is not easy for resi- 
dents of Alsace-Lorraine entertaining different 
sentiments to become members of the legislative 
bodies. 

Doubtless, also, it would not be particularly 
healthful just now for any resident, legislator 
or unofficial person, to wish for anybody else to 
win. 
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LESSON IN CONSERVATION. 

Peru, once so rich that the wealth of its Incas 
and people had a place among the proverbs of 
modern languages, has become so poor that she 
cannot even afford a diplomatic service. The 
personnel of the service was gradually reduced 
until the country had but two representatives at 
foreign capitals, and one of these, the Minister 
to Washington, is now to be withdrawn. 

There seems to be a lesson in this on the con- 
servation of natural resources. It is true that 
those who stripped Peru of its wealth were for- 
eigners, which may be a lesson on preparedness 
also. But what they did has a bearing on con- 
servation because it shows what may happen 
when a rich territory is despoiled of its heritage 
in indigenous riches. Bad as Pizarro’s conquista- 
dors were, however, they did not ship the Andean 
water power of the Peruvians back to Spain for 
their own use and profit, though probably they 
would have liked to do so if they could. 

We have native conquistadors with fewer lim- 
itations. From the water pojyer of the people 
they are gobbling wealth greater than the Incas 
ever dreamed of and they lay a hand of truly con- 
quistador touch on mines of metals, oils and val- 
uable minerals.

No man has the right, even for a 
good purpose, to infringe upon the body rights of 
the individual. An officer presumes when he 
orders an operation; and no surgeon can be held.

This clear definition of the right of the indi- 
vidual over his’ own life and person {s. creditable 
to German law.

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THE REPUBLIC CONDEMNS SEGREGATION. 
Having up to date printed 19 “Segregation 
Talks,” the whole tenor of which was to aid 
the passage of the segregation bill, our esteemed 
contemporary, The Republic, is doubtless too 
modest to print its editorial opinion on segrega- 
tion, as this might to some extent undo the work 
of its “Talks.” We, therefore, take pleasure in 
setting this opinion before its readers, so that 
they may he fully informed on the subject. Here 
is The Republic’s best editorial on segregation: 

St. Louis is being importuned to adopt a seg- 
regation law, under which the city is to be par- 
titioned between the whites and the blacks, so 
that no member of either race will be permit- 
ted to move into acs peg xe of the city assigned 
to the other 

All such plans are carefully dressed in an 

appearance of fairness, but no man who thinks 
his way through the matter can avoid the con- 
clusion that race segregation means a negro 
‘*ghetto,’’ with all the revolting conditions 
now associated with that word. The negro is 
the poorer, the less numerous, and the weaker 
race. As the city grows the stronger race will 
make room for itself as room is needed, and 
none but the worst places will be left for the 
weaker. In those places negro population will 
congest, negroes will degenerate, and crime 
will flourish. Disease and pauperism will come 
in their turn, and disease is no respecter of 
color. It will not observe the segregation law, 
nor can its ravages be blotted out of the city’s 
vital statistics. 

The conduct of this community toward its 
negro members now commands the respect of 
the whole country. The negro in St. Louis has 
a fair chance under the law to show what he 
can do for himself, and it is possible to show 
‘by statistics of crime, pauperism, the sclool 
records and otherwise that, all things consid- 
ered, he is doing very well indeed. As a mem- 
ber of the Community “te fills his useful place, 
and no man who views the question in a large 
Way can say that there is any friction or an- 
tagonism between the races. 

Segregation means that all of this will 
change for the worse, and St. Louis, now proud 
of its record, will be put upon the defensive. 
Finding excuses for a rising death rate among 
negroes and a degenerating negrc community 
will not be pleasant business. 

It is never pleasant to seek excuses for doing 
wrong.

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POSTHUMOUS REWARDS OF AUTHORSHIP. 

Stevenson received but $100 for his ‘“Virgint- 
bus Puerisque,” though a letter he wrote about 
that charming work brought $250 at a sale in 
New York City last week. For “Treasure Is. 
land” he received only $500, but at this same sale 
4 letter in ‘which he mentions “Treasure Island’ 
sold for $225. 

Stevenson was by no means a struggling 
author, tortured by poverty and lack of recog- 
nition. His family was well-to-do. Success came 
speedily. There were years during the latter part 
of his life when he was considered to have the 
largest audience of any English writer of the 
times. He had much renown and large financial 
rewards. 

But the fact that he received a total of only 
$600 for two of his most widely read and most 
admired works shows that the path of duthor- 
ship is not much less difficult than it was two 
or three generations ago. Probably for works 
that have ceased to exist so far as the public 
mind is concerned, inferior authors received at 
the time tenfold, perhaps a hundredfold, more 
than he received for these two. What would have 
been the effect on Stevenson’s literary career 
had he been less independent of the rewards of 
his literary labors? 

Perhaps there are now prospective Stevensons 
whose letters will never command a high posthu- 
mous price, because their work at present has an 
appraisal relatively so low as to furnish no in- 
centive for continuing. It is a consoling thought, 
however, that a survey of contemporary writers 
does not disclose very many who betray any am- 
on to be Stevensons.

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A TEST OF INTELLIGENCE.

In its new submarine order the German Gov- 
ernment has attempted to tear up this promise. 
It threatens to treat all armed merchantmen as 
warships, whether they offer resistance or not, 
meaning that they will be sunk without warning 
and without provision for the safety of pas- 
sengers. Naturally enough, the President has re- 
fused to acquiesce in Germany’s action. 

“Congressional protests against.the President’s 
firmness in this matter must be a comfort and a 
consolation to Berlin. It is no small triumph for 
German diplomacy to have arrayed an element 
in Congress on the side of the German Govern- 
ment and against the American Government on 
the issue of whether Germany’s pledges to this 
country should be kept. The attitude of these 
members of Congress might well justify the Ger- 
man For@ign Office in repudiating its promises 
and in defying the President, but the seeming ad- 
vantage that Berlin has won in Congress is an 
advantage that easily may be pushed too far. If 
the issue ever comes to a vote, the President will 
be sustained. If it does not come to a vote, he‘ 
will be sustained anyway.

From the Russian 
rail-head at Sary Kamysh in the Cauéasus to 
Diarbekr is about 150 miles. As against the Turks 
the Russians have therefore an enormous advan- 
tage in communications, a factor which the 
Austro-Germans have used repeatedly with strik- 
ing results. In other words, while Russian suc- 
cesses on their European front have regularly 
failed to be driven home because of railroad infe- 
riority, in Asia Minor there is every reason to be- 
lieve that victory can be steadily pushed. 


RUSSIA PREFERABLE TO TURKEY. 

Philadelphia Record: If Armenia is conquered 
by Russia it must be the wish of all good Chris- 
tians that the latter nation shall retain this dis- 
tracted and devastated region when peace shall 
be declared. Russian rule is by no means perfect, 
but it is heaven itself compared with the methods 
of the unspeakable Turk. There are great possi- 
bilities for Armenia under a stable administration.

It 
may be assumed that he will endeavor to take 
Trebizond with as little delay as possible. Its 
possession is necessary to the security of Erze- 
rum. Whatever Russia's intentions with regard to 
Constantinople may be, to push an army south 
from Erzerum by way of Diarbekr to Nisibin on 
the route of the Bagdad railroad, seems impera- 
tive. The distance from Erzerum is about 200 
miles, as the crow flies. Success in the operation 
would put an end to the Turkish campaign in 
Mesopotamia and the Bagdad corps engaged with 
the Britisn at Kut-el-Amara would be cut off if 
it did not fall back in time.

The night was yet young, and 
they would not “feel their licker’ for 
hours, yet I never saw anything to 
compare to this virile, this male atmos- 
phere, and, after all, it was only a lit- 
tle afternoon diversion on the way into 
Cairo. 

These Australians will go down in 
Egyptian history along with the Ptolo- 
mies and the Pharoahs. Catro certain- 
ly will never forget them. It will cer- 
tainly never forget this night. For the 
Australians are loosé in it, and even 
though there are 1500 of their own men 
and the entire police force trying to 
stop them, they are outting and burn- 
ing their way through the toughest na- 
tive quarter. 


Amuck in Native Quarter. | 


Early in the evening I felt there was 


preternaturally quiet, and they went 
along the streets with a fixed look on 
their faces. 
warm, many of them were wearing 
coats, and it did not appear just what 
they had beneath them. But now they 
have them out—axes, and with them 
they are walking right through the 
houses. 

Something like this happened once be- 
fore since the Australians were landed 
at Alexandria from Gallipoli, on Christ- 
mas eve, but nothing so well organized 
and on so large a scale, though much 
rougher. 

I first heard what was going on when 
an orderly came into a restaurant full 
of Australian officers and shouted: 

“Orficers all report to headquarters 
for duty. The blighters is on the ruck 
again.”’ ; 


In two minutes the restaurant was 
half empty, and I followed the Austra- 


lian Captain I was with on the double 
run. He knew where to report. He 
knew “his blighters,’’ and he headed. 
with uné@rring judgment toward the 
right district, without stopping for or- 
ders I noticed the others did the same. 

In the Australian army one does not 
wait for unnecessary orders. 

Half a mile, partly on the run, partly 
rocked along behind galloping ponies in 
a gharry, brought us over to the south- 
east, where the streets are the narrow- 
est and the population the most dis- 
reputable in Cairo. uwue howl I heard 
yesterday in Heliopolis was entirely ab- 
sent. I expected to. find a frenzied mob 
of Australians roughing the quarter. 
But there would have been no outcry 
except for the shrieks of the natives, 
as axes crashed through doors, furni- 
ture fell crashing into the alleys and 
bedding tumbled out of windows. 

The Captain jumped out of the gharry 
and seized by the shoulder a big fellow 
who was swinging his ax at the corner 
post of a ram-shackle old building. The 
whole structure was shaking under his 
mighty blows. 

“Leave off and carry on with you!” 
the Captain shouted at. him. 

“What for?’ the big private demanded. 
“Didn’t they rob me mite and me on 
this dump? Didn't they reb our mites 
in this whole district?’ 

I cannot even suggest the picturesque 
expletives of his language, but he left 
off and went back under arrest. 

Down through the alleys we raced, 

dodging the crashing furniture and 
plunging up every flight of stairs where 
we heard shrieks or saw tumbling fur- 
niture. My friend, the Captain, is an 
Australian of sorts himself, and he made 
them stand about. 
“Carry on, ye drunkards,’’ he shouted 
at them, and the usual response was: 
“What's the matter with ye? We're 
not drunk.”’ 


Only Gathering Some Kindting. | 


We met a tall boy who had hardly 
enough beard to shave, coming down a 
flight of stairs, jumping from floor to 
floor, and bringing the railing with him. 
Pieces of it were splintering into the 
hall below. 

“What ye think you are doing?’ the 
Captain called out. 

“Getting some kindling for me fire. 
What did you think I was doing?” 
*‘Well, come out of that and carry on 
with you. You’re under arrest, and |] 
have a notion to knock your fool young 
head off first.”’ 

We saw the street light up around a 
turn and abandoned the boy to race vn 
to the bigger excitement. A house was 
afire, quite deliberately and consciously 
set afire, and as carefully guarded to 
Keep the fire from spreading. There was 
a gang of Australians doing 2 thorough 
job. 

“You're all under arrest!’’ the Cap- 
tain shouted. They went on about their 
work as if he were not there. 

He shouted again, seizing two men py 
their shoulders. 

“Easy, Captain,” said the man on his 
left. ‘‘We heard you. But we had to 
finish our work first, though I can’t see 
it would do any harm to let the whole 
of it burn,’’ 

The fire was controlled with astonish- 
ing ease, and the Captain stayed to »x- 
ert his authority and put them all under 
arrest. So I went on among the excited, 
gesticulating natives, Kgyptians, Arabs, 
negroes. 

Most of them were women, and there 
was real tragedy in their voices as they 
saw their tew possessions wrecked as 
half a dozen burly Australians plunged 
through. 

Before long I was hopelessly lost, but 
everywhere I turned there were Aus- 
tralians cooly and methodically taking 
vengeance on certain marked spots.

Morris of Nebraska Attacks 
the Shields’ Measure in 
Senate and Declares “‘It Is 
Championed by Strongest 
Lobby That Ever Came to 
Washington.” 


REPRESENT WATER 
POWER TRUST, HE SAYS 


Gifford Pinchot in Forcible 
Letter to the Post-Dispatch 
Calls the Attempt a Most 
Serious Attack Upon the 
Country’s Public Re- 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—In an at- 
tack on the Shields’ bill to prov‘de 
for water power grants on navigable 
streams to private interests, Senator 
Norris of Nebraska today declared 
the bill was being championed by the 
strongest lobby that ever came to 
Washington. 


‘They are representatives of the 


j water power trust,” he said, “which 


has its general headquarters in Wall 
Street.” 

It wes freely predicted here to- 
day that the general dam bill, in- 
troduced by Senator Shields of Ten- 
nessee, is expected to pass the Sen- 
ate early next week. 

On Friday the Senate voted on an 
amendment to the bill offered by 
Senator Walsh of Montana, which had 
been debated for three days, and re- 
jected it by a vote of 34 to 18. This 
“show down” convinced supporters 
of the bill that it will go through 
the Senate substantially as reported 
to that body. 


Purpose of the Bill. 

The primary purpose of the bill is 
to confer on the Secretary of War 
authority to grant water power per- 
mits on navigable streams for terms 
up to 50 years, and until terminated 
by the Federa] authorities on reason- 
able notice. 

At the end of the running period 
the grant may either be renewed 
by the Secretary of War or the plant 
taken over by the Federal Govern- 
ment at a fair valuation. Forfeiture 
of a permit for failure to comply 
with the prescribed conditions is pro- 
vided for in the bill. 

In awarding permits to construct 
power dams in navigable. streams 
preference is given to municipalities 
or other political subdivisions of 

ates and public utility companies, 
where the power developed is to be 
used for municipal or public utility 
purposes. a 
Provision is made in the bill for 
the payment by grantees to the Fed- 
eral Government of “reasonable 
charges” for the benefits accuring 
under water power grants through 
the construction, operation and 


ments, including storage reservoirs. 
These charges are to be fixed from 
time to time by the Secretary of War 
in proportion to the benefits actual. 
ly received. 


Power to Fix Rates. 
The bill confers upon the Interstate 


“Ceommerce Commission power to fix the 


rates which may be charged by power 
companies for the product of plant con- 
structed in navigable streams, where 
the current enters into interstate com- 
merce. Where the power is consumed 
within the State in which the plant is 
situated, the charges, rates and service 


4 Of the power companies are made sub- 
ject to the laws of the states. 


Provision is made for Punishment of 
individuals or corporations which may 
violate ‘any proper order of the Secre- 
tary of War or fail to live up to the 
terms of their grants. A fine of $1000 
is fixed as the penalty, and every month 
the grantee remains in default ‘will be 
considered a separate offense. 
According to Senator Shields, the au- 
thor of the bill, the people of the United 
States are losing $700,000 a day for tack 
of such a measure on the statute books. 

“Speedy development of 15,000,000 
horsepower, now flowing to waste in 
the navigable streams of: the United 
States will follow the enactment of this 
bill into law,” id Senator Shields. 
“This power is eq to that now gen- 
erated by steam plants which are con- 
suming over 100,000,000 tons of coal an- 
nually at a cost of approximately $250,- 
000,000. 

To Preevnt Future Wastes, 

“The prime reasons which have pre- 
vented the development of water power 
energy in the United States are found 
in the restrictive policy of the present 
statutes concerning the matter, which 
experience has shown to be .practically 
prohibitory of it. Under the provisions 
of this bill water power resources of the 
country would be developed and utilized 
end future waste prevented, which is 
conservation in its highest and truest 
sense. . 

“The bill is primarily framed in the 
interest of the consumers. It provides 
for cheap power by which fertilizers 
and many necessaries of life can be 
produced and furnished to the people 
cheaper than is now done with power 
produced by steam. 
“Instead of giving the power compa- 
nies anything which can be used for ex- 
ploitation of the public, this bill closes 
the door to any stock-watering or finan- 
cial chicanery which might serve as an 
excuse for high rates or charges. — 
- “Tt contains an express provision pro-

GIFFORD PiINCHOT 
OPPOSES WATER 
POWER MEASURE 


In Forcible Letter He Asks Aid of 
the Post-Dispatch in Fighting 
the Shield’s Measure. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, St. 

Louis, Mo. 

My Dear Sir: I write to ask your 
help to defeat a most serious attack 
on our public resources. Since the fight 
ever the Alaska resources was won 
there has not been so pressing a threat 
against the conservation policy as the 
present effort in Congress to give our 
public water powers for nothing into 
monopolistic control. 

The Shields bill, now before the Sen- 
ate, gives to the power interests WEA | 
out compensation the use of water 
power on navigable streams. The 
amount of water power these streams 
will supply ts larger by far than all 
the power of every kind now in use in 
the United States. It pretends to, but 
does not, enable the people to take back 
their own property at the end of 3 
years, for, in order to do so under 
the bill, the Government would have 
to pay the unearned increment and to 
take over whole lighting systems of 
cities and whole manufacturing plants. 
Private corporations are authorized to 
seize upon any land, private or pub- 
lic, they choose to condemn. 


Roosevelt Vetoedq Bilis. 
Bills which have given away public 


water powers without due compensation 
were vetoed by President Roosevelt and 
President Taft. The Shields bill would 
do precisely the same thing today. 
Another water power bill, the Ferris 
bill, relating te the public lands and 
national forests, was in the main a 
good bill ‘as it passed the House. As 


monopoly by permitting a corporation 
o take as many public water power sites 
as it may please. Under it the cor- 
porations could not even be kept from 
fastening upon the Grand Canyon, the 
greatest natural wonder on this conti- 
nent. This bill takes the care of water 
powers on national forests from the 
experienced and competent Forest Serv- 
ice and gives it to the Interior De- 
partment, thus entailing duplication and 
needless expense. : 

In my opinion, thére is undue. care- 
lessness as to the disposal of public 
resources at present in Washington.

No plan for 
national defense can be effective un- 
less it provides for adequate public 
control of all the raw materials out 
of which the defensive strength of a 
nation is made. Of these raw mate- 
rials water power is the most essen- 
tial, because without electricity gen- 
erated from water power we cannot 
manufacture nitrates, and nitrates 
are the basis of gunpowder. There 
are no great natural deposits of ni- 
trates in the United States as there 
are in Chile. It would be folly to al- 
low the public water powers, which 
can supply this indispensable basis 
of national defense, to pass out of ef- 
fective public control.” 

A concerted movement is on foot 
to break gown the conservation pol- 
icy. Feeble resistance or none at all 
is being made by official Washington. 
Unless the press and the people come 
to the rescue, the power Interests are 
likely to win. This is a public mat- 
ter wholly removed from political 
partisanship. Your paper's help is 
needed. For nearly 10 years . this 
fight for the public water powers has 
gone on. We ought. not to lose tt 
now.

How the Question Is Viewed Is 
Shown in the Many Com- 
munications Received. 
ELECTION IS ©. TUESDAY 
Arguments for and Against Prop- 
osition Submitted by In- 
terested Citizens. 


lishes several letters received 
during the last week on segre- 
gation. The communications are by 
those opposed to the measure as well 
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as by those favoring it. The segrega- 
tion election will be held on Tuesday. 
The letters follow: 

“Amusing Contradictions.” 
Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

We are in receipt of a circular pub- 
lsihed by the Antl-Segregation Commit- 
tee, which is conspicuous for its con- 
tradictions. 

They say “Our 
will, be declared invalid.”” In the next 
breath they say, “Our laws unjustly 
discriminate against, and humiliate and 
cppress the negro.” If the laws will be 
declared titutional, how can they 
do the great wrongs which our oppo- 
nents charge they will do? Our laws 
Cannot wrong the negro if they will be 
invalidated by the courts. If our Oop- 
ponents are so cock sure that the laws 
will be declared invalid, why do they 
fume and fuss so much about them? 

They also quote from the Declaration 
of Independence, “All men are created 
equal,”” and they capitalize the word 
“equal.” Then they turn about face 
and say, “It is the bounden duty of the 
whites to encourage and help the ne- 
groes.”" If the negroes and whites are 
equal, why should and how can the 
whites help the negroes?’”’ 

Again they say, “The negro does .wt 
invade white property,” and then about 
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face and say, “Our laws would injure 
the negro by forcing him to remain 
where he is.”’ 

Again, “Segregation would hurt white 
property owners more than the negro 
tenants.” (They are very solicitous 
about the white property owner. Any- 
way, who wants to injure the negro, ten- 
aut or owner? But listen to the contra- 
Ciction: They have told us that the ne- 
ero is a tenant, and then about face and 
say, “Our laws would deprive the negro 
or the legal right to occupy property 
which he may own.”’ 

They appeal to the voters to vote 
against the negro ghetto, and then about 
face and say, “The négro ghetto will 
never expand much geyond ITS present 
voluntary and cehtral limits.’’ You see 
they tell us we have a ghetto now. 
Hence, how can we vote against one?

Which is better, to encourage these 
people to buy property and become self- 
supporting, upright citizens, or to de- 
grade them into outlaws, at least ‘0 
making them enemies of our city and 
country. 

A great cosmopolitan city cannot af- 
ford to be partial toward its children. 
Every one should share all of its ad- 
vantages equally, just as every one 
should be impressed with his duty to 
do his share toward its upkeep. 

Concede every argument advanced in 
favor of segregation, and the fact re- 
mains that we white people are more 
to blame for these conditions than the 
negro. We brought the negro to this 
land; we enslaved him for profit; we 
freed him. We have educated his chil- 
dren; our white real estate men sold 
him property in white neighborhoods. 
The money which they have paid for 
their property is hard-earned coin. A 
negro has not the opportunities to make 
large sums of money by stock manipula- 
tions, squeeze outs and other big steals 
which we white people enjoy. 

You say it may become my happy lot 
to live next door to a negro. My reply 
is that I would rather live next door 
to a negro whose general moral trend 
is upward, than next to a white rail- 
road branch manipulator, a wife-beater 
or tin-can banker. 

I feel that we should defeat this pro- 
posed ordinance because it is morally, 
legally and civically wrong. It is dead 
wrong.

The White Man’s Ruined Home.

I have often admired the stand taken 
by the Post-Dispatch on many current 
questions, but I regret to see that it is 
on the wrong side of the segregation 
matter. 

Instead of going into glittering gener- 
alities about segregation why not get 
down to the facts? Why not send out 
and investigate the localities that have 
been ruined because of the lack of a 
segregation ordinance? “It is a condi- 
tion and rot a theory that confronts 
us.’’ Take West Belle place, where I 
lived for 19 years, one time a beautiful 
residence street, on which were many 
valuable homes, some occupied by prom- 
inent people, and see how the influx of 
colored people has depreciated the prop- 
erty there from 50 to 75 per cent, abso- 
lutely and ruthlessly forcing people out 
of their homes. And that is only one 
out of many instances in the city. 

I am a friend of the colored man, but 


‘why should I not favor a law that is 


not unfair to him, but which will pre- 
vent him, or some villainous real estate 
agent through him, from driving me 
away from my home? Suppose, Mr. 
Editor, that tomorrow two colored fam- 
ilies moved into houses on each side of 
the one you live in, how long would it 
be before you, and all of your staff of 
editors, would be scurrying to the polls 
to vole for segregation? (Call attention 
of your cartoonist to this). 

In brief, any voter familiar with con- 
ditions in this city in this respect, or 
who can become so with a little investi- 
gation, and who does not vote in favor 
of segregation, is one utterly regardless 
of what is fair and just for both the 
white and the colored race.

The Colonel, of course—inventor of 
rare expletives and picturesque epi- 
thets, has thought up a new one to 
call the Henry Fords and other dis- 
tinguished pacifists who do not sub- 
scribe to the Oyster Bay dogmas on 
preparedness.

Cites Lansing’s Ruling.

As a further measure against 
tax dodgings, persons moving out in 
the country or attempting to sené 
abroad before the date of 
the collection, may be forced to de- 
posit with the authorities enough to 
cover the tax: A jail penalty is pro- 
vided for offenders: 

‘he corporation tax on war-time 
profits starts with 10 per cent on the 
additional yearly profits made during 
the war as compared with the ante 
bellum profits, when this additional 
profit does not exceed 2 per cent of 
the corporation’s capital stock.

Including 
the Catholic Charities, which are under 
the jurisdiction of the Archbishop, and 
the Jewish charities, the total sum con- 
tributed for charitable work in St. Louis 
amounts to $1,800,000 a year, Lynn said.

Louis, The committee is sending to ev- 
cry member of the league a booklet 
which contains the name, and in some 
instances the officers and receipts and 
expenditures, of every charitable organl- 
zation in St. Louis, which the committee 
considers worthy of public support.

Agreement Entered Into With 
Globe Printing Co. 


Circuit Judge Cave yesterday took un- 
der advisement a suit by the estate of 
the late H. J. Simmons, a member of 
the Missouri Legislature, against the 
Globe Printing Co. to enforce an agree- 
ment alleged to have been entered into 
betwen Simmons and the defendant a 
few days before the former's death, by 
which Simmons was to have been paid 
$5000. John T. Barker, Attorney-Gen- 
eral of Missouri, appeared as counsel 
for the estate. 

The evidence was that Simmons filed 
suit against the printing company, al- 
leging he had been libeled by an article 
which appeared in the Globe-Democrat 
in regard to members of the Legisla- 
ture. Negotiations for settlement of 
the case were entered into. Simmons, 
about three days before his death, called 
at the office of Lon O. Hocker, attor- 
ney for the Globe-Democrat, and agreed 
to accept $5000. Hocker gave to Sim- 
mons a release, telling him to sign it 
and also to have counsel representing 
him sign it, in order to exempt the de- 
fendant from any claim under the at- 
torneys’ lien law. 

Simmons put the document in his 
pocket and left the city. On July 1, 1913, 
he ended his life at his home at Kirks- 
ville, Mo., by drinking carbolic acid, 
according to the testimony. The docu- 
ment providing for payment of the 
money was later found among his ef- 
fects. It had his signature, but not the 
signatures of his attorneys, as request- 
ed by Hocker. Subsequently Hocker was 
notified by Barker that he and other 
attorneys had waived their claims un- 
der the lien law and asked that a check 
for the full amount be forwarded to 
Simmons’ widow. 

The defense refused to pay. on the 
ground that the agreement was not a 
binding one, as Simmons’ death took 
place before the contract had been fully 
executed. It also was contended that 
the libel claim abated with the plain- 
tiff’s death. 

When the suit on the contract was 
first filed Judge Kinsey sustained a 
demurrer to the petition, holding that 
a cause of action was not stated. An 
amended petition was then filed, and 
Judge Taylor, who heard arguments 
upon another demurrer, overruled the 
demurrer, and assigned the case to 
Judgé Cave, to be heard on the evi- 
dence.

Mrs. Kathleen E. Gowdy’s $250,000 
breach of promise suit against Her- 
man C. G. Luyties of 36 Portland 
place, in the Federal Court, was 
withdrawn yesterday, after Luyties 
had settled with Mrs. Gowdy. lLuy- 
ties told a Post-Dispatch reporter he 
gave Mrs. Gowdy a check for $1500.

Mrs. Gowdy originally filed her 
suit in the Circuit Court, and later 
transferred it to the United States 
Court. She also filed a complaint 
with the United States District At- 
torney, under the Mann act, but no 
action was taken on this complaint. 
In her suit, she alleged that she 
lived three months at the Luyties 
home, and that she had an under- 
standing with Luyties that he would 
marry her. She was living at Hotel 
Jefferson with her sister, the Mar- 
chioness de Rees-Janilli, when the 
suit was filed. 

“T never thought that I was guilty,” 
Luyties said in speaking of the set- 
tlement, “but if the case had gone 
to trial, as my lawyers urged me, it 
would have cost me $2000, and all I 
would have got from it would have 
been vindication. We compromised 
for $1500, saving me $500 and my 
time, which is valuable to me as a 
business man. As to being vindicated, 
I think the public can readily decide 
that—considering that such a small 
sum was accepted, when such a large 
sum was sued for.”

CHICAGO, Feb. 26.—Denial that 
Mrs. Page Waller Eaton had been 
compelled to contribute part of her 
salary as a city employe to the re- 
lief of a relative of Mayor Thomp- 
son was made today by Mrs. Louise 
C'sborne Rowe, head of the City De- 
partment of Public Welfare, and the 
person to whom Mrs. Eaton testified 
she had made the alleged payment. 

Mrs. Rowe’s denial was made from 
the witness chair before the Civil 
Service Commission, where Mrs. 
Eaton was quoted as saying that she 
had obtained information which ex- 
onerated Mayor Thompson from all 
knowledge of the payments which 
she said she had made to Mrs. Rowe 
for the alleged benefit of Mrs. Mar- 
garet E. Mivelaz the Mayor’s sister- 
in-law. 

Mrs. Rowe testified in contradic- 
tion to the story told by Mrs. Eaton, 
who had quoted the head of the Wel- 
fare Department as saying, “Mazie 
says you will have to comé across,” 
referring to the alleged payment of 
a third of her salary to Mrs. Rowe. 
Mrs. Eaton said “Mazie" was the 
Mayor's wife. 

“On the occasion referred to,” said 
Mrs. Rowe, “I told Mrs. Eaton that 
she was to be the Superintendent of 
Social Surveys in the Welfare De- 
partment. She was greatly pleased 
with the news. There was no men- 
tion of paying any money to charity. 
The neme of Mrs. Mivelaz was not 
mentioned, nor was Mrs. Thompson 
spoken of either in connection with 
payments to charity or in any other 
connection.”’ 


Mrs. Rowe told of attending a meet- 
ing of the Council Finance Commit- 
tee and being informed that either 
the Bureau of Employment of the Bu- 
reau of Social Service of the Welfare 
Department was to be abolished. 

“I was asked which I would rather 
lose and I replied neither,” she said 
“TI said I would dather lose the Bu- 
reau of Survey, but that I would 
hate to see Mrs. Eaton’s bureau abol- 
ished.” 

“Several days later the Surveys Bu- 
reau was abolished, and I told Mrs. 
Eaton I was sorry. She was in a 
vindictive mood, and replied, ‘Mayor 
Thompson has to take care of me.’” 

Rumors that the City Council 
would be asked by several Aldermen 
to abolish the Department of Public 
Welfare were current through the 
day. 

In concluding her direct examination 
Mrs. Rowe characterized the charges 
made by Mrs. Eaton as “perfectly 
ridiculous.”” She said neither Mayor 
Thompson nor his wife had ever asked 
her for money to support a relative nor 
to contribute to any kind of a charity 
fund. 

In reply to a question as to whether 
she had ever accepted from Mrs. Baton 
e cash contribution of any kind, : Mrs. 
Rowe said: “Absolutely not.’’

Must Pay Price of Independence. 

If we wish to remain entirely in- 
dependent, he asserts, we must be 
prepared to pay the price of putting 
ourself upon such a military and 
naval basis as to make it possible 
for us to interfere in European af- 
fairs when necessary and become 
the controlling factor in international 
affairs. Such a position all our re- 
sources, in Prof. Usher’s opinion, 
could not win us within less than 60 
years of industrious preparation. 

Pet American theories of our im- 
portance in world affairs and especial- 
ly of our leadership, the writer hints, 
are really a sort of naive provincialism. 
He tells us that we are not nearly so 
important in the eyes of the rest of 
the world as we are in our own, and de- 
!clares we never can be unless we are 
willing to sit around the council board 
with them and speak the same diplo- 
matic language. So long as we try 
to remain aloof, the other Powers will 
be suspicious of us and will fail to 
understand our aspirations. 

‘‘There is in the world,’’ he says, 
‘only one Power whom we are able to 
serve in our present condition, only one 
Power who is at present likely to ren- 
der us at present the services we real- 
ly need. We can afford to pay the 
necessary price for an alliance with 
this Power. We can strengthen her 
and she can in turn strengthen us. Nor 
will) an alliance in any way interfere 
with the security of both nations. Her 
position does not threaten ours, nor 
does ours menace hers. 

Favors Alliance With Engiand. 

| “An alliance with Great Britain will 
secure for us the services of the sea 
power necessary to our continued pros- 
perity and will also place behind Amer- 
ican interests the formidable influence 
and armed force of one of the most 
potent nations in the world. Such ternis 
we could not extort from the sea power 
by any conceivable exhibition of force 
or by any economic pressure now with- 
in our power or likely to be within 
the next 2 years. An alliance with 
Great Britain should become in the fu- 
ture a cornerstone of our foreign 
policy.” 

Prof. Usher devotes several pages to 
showing what he considers the mutual 
interests of the two great English- 
speaking nations, For our part, he says. 
an alliance would remove the danger of 
foreign invasion so long as Britain con- 
trols the sea. For Great Britain it

No other European nation could of- 
fer us the same advantages, he reasons. 
Germany has already demonstrated in 
this war its ability to support itself 
when ringed by a wall of hostile armies. 
In case of war we might be of asgsist- 
ance to Germany, but Prof. Usher seems 
to think that even then the American 
navy would only ‘“‘make a respectable 
auxiliary squadron for the German 
navy.’’ 

Alliances such as he suggests do not 
have to be made by formal treaty, ac- 
cording to the writer. 


“The accepted method of international] 
association,” he writes, .““has been for 
three centuries that of alliances, based 
in former generations on written treat- 
ies, but contained today in tacit verbal 
understandings, both indefinite and in- 
tangible. The allies recognize publicly 
and formally the consonance of fun- 
damental interests, tacitly declare their 


ways presumably proceed from friendly 
intentions, that any disagreements may 
be explained and compromised. - It is a 
pledge to arbitrate all internal differ- 
ences. It is a guarantee of support 
when the other's interests are threat- 
ened by some other Power. 


“Theoretical sovereignty has been 
waived by common consent, the para- 
phernalia of diplomacy pushed to one 
side and international decisions reached 
by private and even casual conversa- 
tions at dinner tables and in drawing 
rooms, without the exchange even of 
letters. Formal! diplomatic correspon- 
dence between nations has been reserved 
for matters of routine or crises so im- 
minent that personal conference is al- 
ready impossible and war practically de- 
cided upon.”

Forced to Repeat Aria at Close 
of Last Performance of San 
Carlo Company.

HE San Carlo Opera Company's 
+ final performance, last night at 
the Odeon, of its two weeks of 
popular-priced opera, was distinguished 
by Manuel Salazar’s remarkable singing 
and acting of the role of Canio in “I 
Pagliacci.”": Old opera goers .expressed 
the opinion that his rendition of the 
favorite tenor aria, ‘‘Recitar, mentre 
preso dal delirio,’’ was equal vocally and 
superior in dramatic intensity to any 
heard in this city for a long while. 
As happened in Salazar’s performance 
of the role of Don Jose in “‘Carmen,”’ he 
was able to make the audience forget 
that he was merely acting the part, and 
compelled it to believe that he was in 
reality the broken-hearted mountebank. 
The racking sobs and bitter laughter of 
his big aria did not seem the pretense 
of the stage, but the overpowering grief 
of actuality. However, he portrayed 
this role, so susceptible to overacting 
and “‘lachrymose sentimentality, with a 
fine restraint which added to its poig- 
nant effect. 

An unusual ovation rewarded his in- 
terpretation of the aria. The curtain 
descended, and the applause continued. 
The director of the orchestra and the 
musicians began filing out; and the 
handclapping redoubled. The lights of 
the auditorium were turned on; and 
shouts burst forth all over the house. 
Then the lights were turned out, the 
musicians returned to their places, and 
Salazar sang his song again, and even 
better than the first time. 

Handicapped in Both Operas. 

Hie also sang the part of Turridu in 
“Cavalieria Rusticana,’’ and in both 
operas was handicapped by the inade- 
quacy of the singers who played oppo- 
site him—Elda Vettori in the Mascagni 
work, and Myrna Sharlow in Leoncaval- 
lo’'s most famous opera. Miss Vettori’s 
voice again-proved- tmequal to the dra- 
matic demands of Santuzza's score: Miss 
Sharlow was tolerable vocally as Nedda, 
but her acting was stiff and wooden,

Of the 20 Republican committee- 
men who replied to the inquiry, 1% 
were highly favorable to Senator 
Root as a candidate, one was nonconi- 
mittal, and two were sceptical as to 
his strength with the voters 

Cf the 32 Progressive committee- 
men who replied, all but three ex- 
pressed opposition to Root, and in- 
dicatde the belief that -those who 
voted for Roosevelt in 1912 would 
not support Root this year. Most of 
the Progressives referred to Root’s 
part in the Chicago conventicn of 
1912 as still being resented by those 
against whom Root ruled as chairman. 
Those who commended his recent 
speech added that he was merely say- 
ing the things which Col. Roosevelt 
had said before him. 

Outspoken Against Root. 

The only Republican committeeman 
who makes an outspoken expression 
against Root is Henry G. Wasson of 
Pennsylvania. His objection is that 
Root could not get the Progressive 
vote back into the Republican party, 
and hence could not win. R. B, 
Howell of Nebraska says Root 
“would evoke no enthusiasm.” W. P. 
Jackson of Maryland is noncommit- 
tal. 

P. D. Barker, Republican committee- 
man from Alabama, eulogizes Root as 
“the greatest living American.’’ Hubert 
Work of Colorado says Root would 
command public confidence in interna- 
tional questions. Henry Jackson of 
Georgia says, ‘I join all Republicans 
in the high esteem in which they hold 
Elihu Root,”’ but says nothing more defi- 
nite 1s to his candidacy. 

Roy O. West of Illinois says: ‘I con- 
sider Senator Root one of the country’s 
greatest men. He would make an ad- 
mirable President. I believe, however, 
the Illinois delegation will support Sen- 
ator Sherman's candidacy.’ West is the 
only one who makes definite mention 
of a state ‘“‘favorite son.” 

John W. McCullech of Kentucky says 
Root would poll the full Republican 
vote and would attract a large support 
from cther parties. Franklin Murphy of 
New Jersey says, “I have been in favor 
of Root for President for years. I am 
for him now, when the country needs 
him more than ever. In my opinion 
there is no other man who can serve 
the country so ably or with whom the 
honor of the nation would be so safe.”’ 

H. DL. Maxson of Nevada says Root 
told him recently that “under no cir- 
cumstances would he be a candidate for 
President.’’ He adds that Root has the 
confidence and admiration of the lead- 
ing Republicans of the West. 


Oregon Man for Root. 

R. E. Williams of Oregon says Root 
wouid satisfy Pacific Coast Republicans. 
C. H. Burke of South Dakota says Root 
could win if he were nominated, and 
Newell Sanders of Tennessee says he 
would be a great President. H. F. Mc- 
Gregor of Texas says Texans would 
sacrifice their personal choice, under the 
prevailing conditions, to vote for Root, 
in view of the needs of the country. 

Senator Reed Smoot, national com- 
mitteeman for Utah, says: “Taking un- 
der consideration the questions that wil] 
have to be met by the national admin- 
istration, there is no man in America 
better prepared or more capable of meet- 
ing them than ex-Senator Root.” 

Earle S. Kinsley of Vermont speaks 
of Root as the greatest American 
statesman, and says Vermont would 
sive him a-large majority. Alvah H. 
Martin of Virginia says he is advo- 
cating an uninstructed delegation, but 
that he knows of no one better fitted 
for the presidency than Root. S. A. 


, Perkins of Washington speaks of Root 


as one of the greatest of American 
statesmen. V. L. Highland of West 
Virginia expresses the hope that the 
party may unite on Root, and George E. 
Peyton of Wyoming says “Root would 
get more votes from the thinking people 
of all parties than any other candidate.”’ 

The only members of the Progressive 
National Committee who made expres- 
sions favorable to Root were J. F..Cleve- 
land of Arizona and P. L. Flannigan of 
Nevada. Cleveland replied that he con- 
sidered Root one of the ablest of states- 
men, and good presidential material, 
but that he belicved either Roosevelt or 
Hughes would be representative of a 
greater number of Americans. Flanni- 
gan says Root is a great man, but that 
the West is for Roosevelt. 

B. F. Bridge of Mississippi does not 
mention Root in his reply; which says 
that he is for “Roosevelt, Hughes, or 
any good man that loves America, to 
beat Wilson.”’ 

The other Progressives who replied 
are outspoken against Root. Medill 
McCormick of Illinois says Root could 
not be elected. R. G. Leeds of Indiana 
says he is too old (his Tist birthday 
Was the lith of this month), and that 
he is incapable of understanding the 
progressive spirit of the times, William 
Flynn of Pennsylvania says Root, with 
his record, cannot qualify for Progres- 
sive support. Joseph M. Dixon of Mon- 
tana suggests that Root would make “a 
better Secretary of State in the cabinet 
of Theodore Roosevelt.” N. W. Wil- 
liams of Maryland makes the same sug- 
gestion.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The Grid- 
iron Club, tonight, at its second dinner 
of the winter, projected itself into the 
convention activities of next June and 
helped a distinguished party of presi- 
dential makers and candidates board 
trains for Chicago and St. Louis to 
meet the fates awaiting them there. In 
a make-believe railway station the 
actor members of the club satirized the 
foibles of some of their guests and some 
well-known men. who were not pres- 
ent. 

President Wilson was among those 
who looked on and he may have re- 
ceived an intimation of the opposition 
he will meet later in the year.

Mahlon B. Wallace So Testifies 
at Interstate Commerce 
Commission Hearing. 


THROAT CONSTRICTED BY LYE 


Simce Dec. 30, Her Only Food Was 
Milk Taken Few Drops at a 
Time—Lost 30 Pounds. 

Miss Annie Brazis, 19 years old, of 
1311 North Twentieth street, died Fri- 
day afternoon at the city hospital from 
starvation resulting from constriction 
of her esophagus, caused by lye which 

she accidentally swallowed Dec. 30. 

Her esophagus was constricted in three 
places. She was unable to swallow food 
and her only sustenance was milk, 
taken a few drops at a time. The 
physicians cured two of the constric- 
tions, but could not reach the third: 
By that time the girl had lost 80 pounds 
in weight. Five days ago an operation 
was performed. The third constriction 
was removed and sustenance was sup- 
plied through a catheter, but her life 
could not be saved. 

An aunt of the young woman said that 
Miss Brazis arose in the night to get 
a drink and took from a shelf a cup 
containing some lye. She poured water 
into it in the dark and drank the mix- 
ture. 


DISCRIMINATION CHARGED 


Warehouse Men Say They Are 
Unable to Compete With 
Company’s Equipment. 


Testifying before Interstate Commerce 
Examiner Mackley yesterday at the 
Planters Hotel, Mahlon B. Wallace, 
President of the Samuel Cupples Wood- 
enware. Co., said the management of 
Cupples Station would prefer that the 
general shipping public should not use 
the station. 

Wallace’s tesiimony was given at an 
Interstate Commerce Commission hear- 
ing based on a complaint by the Mce- 
Pheeters Warehouse Co. and others that 
the Wabash and the Chicago & Alton 
Railroads are granting discriminatory 
freight handling service to tenants of 
the Cupples Block. 

The complaining warehouse companies 
put several witnesses on the stand, but 
the burden of their testimony was that 
the Cupples Station had a- freight 
handling equipment which they 
could not compete. 

No Policy of Exelusion. 

Wallace testified that until 1908 no fa- 
cilities were provided for shippers who 
were not tenants of the block, but he 
said it had never veen the policy rv 
the station to exclude outside shippers. 
In 1908, after the passage of Elkins anti- 
trust law, a surface platform was co"- 
structed in the Cupples Block for the 
use of the general public. 

Wallace described this platform as 
being located across the width of «a 
60-foot street and said it would afferd 
accomomdations for five wagons if they 
“were backed in to the platform. 

Asked if the arrangements at Cup- 
les Station made it an unusually de- 
sirable place for tenants, Wallace said 
the Cupples Wvoodenware Co. paid a 
renta] of 20 cents a square foot for its 
space in the Cupples block, while its 
rental payments fur other property out- 
side the block was 12 cents to 15 cents 
a square foot. The freight facilities, 
he said, 
vorth more money. 

Wallace said he believed that if the 
burden of trucking and elevating the 
freight were put upon Cupples Station 
instead of the raiirvads, it would be nec- 
essary for Washington University to 
cffset this expense by charging higher 
rents.

I soon got acquainted with 
them. They told me-they are to be sent back home, but their mother 
doesn’t want to go. She wants to go to America to their father. who is a

sending her by train to America (he-he-he!) They have talked it into 
her that a train goes straight from here to America (he-he-he!). 


HE wonders that fill your eyes in Antwerp—I can’t begin to de- 
scribe them. .

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LEASE take a few letters from your pocket 
or your desk and examine the envelopes 
carefully. Any letters will do, any letters 
which have come through the United States 
Post Office. Look at the upper right-hand 
corner. Do you see'the heavy black parallel 
lines—they may be straight or they may be 

curved—beginning a little to the right of the postmark 
and mussing up the face of George Washington, or 
whatever other proud patriot Uncle Sam has auaaiels 
with a place upon his postage stamps? 

Do you know what the mark is? Of course you do. 
It is the Government's sign that the stamp is cancelled. 
You don’t see anything tragic about it, do you? Well, 
there is something tragic about it. In one little New 
— apartment, at least. that sign has a sinister mean- 
ng. 

it is the home of a little old lady, Mrs. Elmira P. 
Norton, 522 West 122d street. Those black parallel 
lines have run across 63 years of Mrs. Norton’s tragic 
life. For her they mean Cancelled Riches, Cancelled 
Promises, Cancelled Ambition and Life. and Strength. 
They mean the breaking of a strong man who should 
have lived to be her protector, the cancelling of almost 
everything dear in life except the faint flicker of hope 
that the United States Government will yet arouse it- 
self and do tardy justice. For the use of that stamp 
Mrs. Norton claims a million dollars. 


And this is not a fantastic claim. Her husband, Mar- 
cus P. Norton, eventually worn out, heart-broken, done 
to death in the pursuit of that million, was the inventor 
of that stamp. His claim to the invention was acknowl- 
edged and patented by the United States Government. 
Its use by the Post Office Department was authorized 
and, according to the department’s own figures, that use 
has saved the Government twenty millions. The high- 
est courts of the land have recognized the justice of 
the Norton claim, although the exact amount was never 
adjudicated, and the Governmert 40 years ago offered 
him $100,000 in settlement. 
But in 1916, 63 years after 
the Government took over 
and began to use the inven- 
tion, not one cent has ever 
been paid to Mr. Norton or 
his heirs. 

And all this has happened 
without any real opposition 
to the Norton claim. The 
Government has been too 
busy, that is all. Or there 
were strenuous calls for 
economy and retrenchment. 
Or Congress—only Congress 
can do anything now—has 
felt that one more year 
would not matter in the case 
of a claim that had waited 
so long. In the meantime 
Mrs. Norton, past 80 and go- 
ing blind, has waited—wait- 
ed—waited. 

All through the years Mrs. 
Norton has avoided pub- 
licity. She has suffered pov- 
erty with aristocratic for- 
titude and shrank from tell- 
ing the world. But she could 
not wait forever, she said, 
and now tells the simple 
human story underneath one of the most complicated 
masses of red tape which has ever gathered together 
in a single snarl. 


Marcus P. Norton, she said, was a young lawyer in 
Troy, N. Y., when they were married. He was a gradu- 
ate of Union College. strong, hopeful, optimistic to the 
core. But he was not a dreamer. He was a practical 
man who realized the approach of the machinery age. 
To be an inventor, to save the labor of millions by the 
careful calculations of a single brain—that was the road 
to fortune. That is, if the invention could be protected. 
He became a patent lawyer and specialized in mechani- 
eal principles. 

He made money rapidly. He was generous with it 
and did not amass a great fortune, but he was looked 
upon in Troy as a coming power in the financial and 
industrial world. It was 
often the simplest little in- 
vention that counted moat, 
he found; so he looked for 
places where work was be- 
ing done clumsily and ap- 
plied himself to simple so- 
lutions of the problem at 
hand. 

The postoffice, handling 
millions of letters, was 
then cancelling postage 
with an ordinary cork 
stamp and affixing post- 
marks with another. Young 
Norton reduced the two op- 
erations to one by a simple 
device and had the device 
patented in 1853. He made 
several improvements dur- 
ing the next few years, had 
them likewise protected by 
patents and submitted the 
machine for use in various 
postoffices. The postmas- 
ters immediately took over 
the device and used it. 
Young Norton felt that he 
tad “landed.” 
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| Although the obligation has never been disputed, Congressmen for six decades 1

“I used to ask him,” said Mrs. Norton, “if it was good 
business to let them use his patent without paying for 
it first. But he always answered that it was the Gov- 
ernment using it, and if he couldn't trust in the honor 
of the United States, he couldn't trust in anything.” 

“The honor of the United States!” The words were 
familiar, but they were uttered with an indescribably 
pathetic accent. 

Norton had not landed. His invention was used for 
years, but there was no appropriation to pay for its use. 
Then he filed claims, with the Postoffice Department and 
ran into unexpected difficulties. | 

Those difficulties would be unbelievable to one who 
has had: no experience with departmental red tape. In- 
stead of paying Norton for past service, the department 
decided to investigate the invention and, if satisfactory. 
take it over for general use. It -was 
held, however, that no postmasters 
had yet been authorized to use it, and, 
if they had done so, they were indi- 
vidually responsible for the debt to 
the inventor. So said the depart- 
ment. But when suits were subse- 
quentiy brought against the post- 
masters, not one cent could be col- 
lected. 

In 1867, however, Morten’ s diffieul- 
ties seemed to have vanished. Post- 
master-General Alexander W. Rana- 
dall, then reported to the Congressional Committee on 
Postofficces amd Post Reads: ‘“Norton’s stamp is the 
one desired. It is the best stamp there is. The depart- 
ment has already saved several hundred thousand dol- 
lars by its use, and I have no doubt it will continue to 
save large sums. it is necessary that some settlement 
be immediately made.” 

“It’s all settled now,”’ Marcus P. Norton told his wife, 
the woman who is still waiting for that “immediate” 
settlement in the little walk-up apartment at 522 West 
122d street. But he would 
have to be in Washington to 
arrange terms. He went to 
Washington, and back to 
Troy, and back to Washing- 


ton again. It took money 
and time, time urgently 
needed for his other busi- 


ness. But this was a big 
thing. The other business 
would have to wait. And 
Congress adjourned with no 
settlement being made. 

To trace the ramifications 
of the Norton claim from 
that time onward would be 
impossible. The claim was 
admitted by the Postoffice 
Department, which promised 
that the “Government” 
would pay. It was upheld by 
the Court of Claims, which 
decided, however, that this 
word “Government” meant 
Congress and left the court 
without jurisdiction to ad- 
judicate. Then .it was 
found that the Postoffice 
Department had aot been 
authorized by Congress to 
hss et use the device and Con- 
gress, in 1870, officially granted such authorization. The 
Senate then passed a bill authorizing the payment of 
$100,000 to Mr. Norton. 

By this time Mr. Norton’s other business had gone to 
smash. He had been under tremendous expense for 
legal services and was financially at zero, But he re- 
fused to take $100,000. He had a just claim, he main- 
tained. an admittedly just claim for several times that 
amount, and one that no fighting American need com- 
promise. 
done. 

Mr. Norton began to berrow money to press his claim. 
For security he gave interests in the claim iiseif. The 
once prosperous lawyer became marked in Troy, as he 
journeyed to Washington and back, month after month 
and year after year, pinning all his hopes now upon the 


So Congress adjourned again with nothing 
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eventful just settlement of this all-but-settled claim. 
But the borrowed money held up the claim still further. 
There became 17 claimants, and just as it seemed Con-- 
gress could be prodded into a settlement, the claimants 
disagreed. Congress therefore delayed action again. 

“That claim was our baby food,” said Miss Estelle M. 
Norton, referring to herself and her sister, Miss Ada 
Norton, who have supported the aged mother since Mr. 
Norten’s death. “When we girls were little children, 
that claim had become almost a mania with father. 
Then:we had to go without the things we wanted, he 
would console us by the assurance that we would soon — 
be millionaires. We would live in a palace, have every- 
thing we could think of.- ‘Only wait till the next Con- 
gress meets, little ones!’ And the next Congress would 
meet and adjourn and we would hear it all over again.” 

The Misses Norton are both well known in New York, 
but few, even of their intimate friends, know of their 
connection with this strange and tragic claim. Miss 
Estelle is a teacher of music. Miss Ada is an actress, 
known to Broadway as Ada Curry. 

Mr. Norton died in 1890. “He was murdered,’ s@ys 
the aged partner of his life-long hopes, in her sweet, sad 
voice, “crushed to death by a Government which was 
too big and clumsy te pay a simple debt. Don’t say 
that I think it was intentional—these big Congressmen 
simply didn’t know. Qh, I believe in the United States 
Government yet. They WILL pay it some time, won't 
they?’ 

Almest every year for 30 years, at the instigation of 
the Pestoffice Department, some bill has been introduced 
in Congress authorizing settlement of the Norton claim. 
One of the claimants, George C. Lewis, has become at- 
torney and agent for all, so that there is no further 
disagreement to block its passage. But the claim seems 
to be hoodeoed and Mr. Lewis is experiencing in. a 
measure something of the perennial torture which Mr. 
Norton suffered. The bill is usually reperted out of 
committee and dies in the press of business before ad- 
journment. 

Senater Townsend has _ introduced the bill into the 
present Congress. For reasons unkaown to the Nortens, 
it appropriates only $50,000. “If it passes,” said Mrs. 
Norton, “it means that we will get nething. The obliga- 
tions my husband undertook in order to press the claim 
amount to more than that.” 

It is hoped by the heirs that the bill will be sent to 
the House and amended in such ameasure that Mrs. 
Norton will receive a substantial sum in partial atone- 
ment for the Cancelled Years. . 

“It is not merely the money,” said Miss Bstelle. “It 
is mother. A million doHars would mever pay her for 
what she has suffered. But if she could receive some 
reasonable compensation now, she would feel that the 
United States Government was at last recognizing 
father.”

62 years old. 
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The captain then fired a bomb, loaded 
with six ounces of powder, into the creature, but instead 
-of killing him it seemed merely to madden him the 
more and before the boats could escape the whale dashed 
among them, tossing them to the right and left, and then 
disappeared, carrying with him 1200 fathoms of line and 
all the gear and leaving the disappointed whalemen with 
nothing but four broken boats to show for their long 
and futile battle.” 

Even after the whales were killed, the author points 
out, the whalers’ perils were not over, and there are 
many instances of boats’ crews being lost by being 
towed beyond sight of their ship by a whale and finding 
it impossible to regain their vessel. An instance of 
this kind is afforded in the experiences of the men of 
the bark Janet of Westport, in 1849. 

After killing a whale they were towing their prize to- 
ward the ship when the boat was capsized and their 
water barrel, compass and other contents of the craft 
were lost. For two days they were at the mercy of a 
heavy sea. In attempting to throw over their boat and 
empty some of the water one man was lost and two 


others, who had been up to their arms in water for 48 . 


hours, went mad. They rigged up a sail by dint of the 
utmost exertion, and as best they could without a com- 
pass, steered for Cocos Island, off the coast of Peru, 
1000 miles away. For seven days not a crumb of food 
or a drop of water passed their lips. The heat was 
scorching. Lots were drawn and one of the men butch- 
ered and eaten. On the ninth day a shower fell and a 
dolphin leaped into the boat. This served to save their 
lives and for several days thereafter birds approached 
so closely that the men were able to kill them. Twenty 
days after being capsized they arrived at Cocos Island. 

“No story of whaling would be complete without an 
account of how two Nantucket captains outwitted a 
gang of pirates and made their capture easy,” the au- 
thor continues. 
. “It was in April, 1771, that two Nantucket sloops, 
under command of Isaiah Chadwick and Qbed Barker, 
were lying quietly at anchor in the harbor of Abaco 
Island, in the Bahamas, when a ship was seen in the 
offing flying signals for assistance. 

“With the whaleman’s readiness to help his fellows, 
one of the captains lowered a boat and with his men 
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pulled to the strange vessel and went aboard. Hardly 


had he reached the deck when a pistol was placed at 


his head and he was ordered to pilot the ship to the 


inner harber or have his brains blown out. 


“To this he replied that he would gladly take the ship 


in,;but that he was himself a stranger and unfamiliar 
with the channel, bui that one of his men knew the way.

“The boatswain was then sent to his ship, and as the 
whalemen had foreseen, he made no attempt to carry 
out their orders and one of the Nantucket vessels then 
hoisted sail and started as if to pass close to one side of 
the pirates. Immediately the mutineers shifted all their 
guns to that side of their vessel, but as soon as the 
whalers saw this had been done they suddenly veered, 
jibbed and swept by the ship on the opposite side and out 
of range before the pirates could shift their cannons. 

“The whalers then sailed out of sight, tacked, set a 
signal as if they had spoken the man-o’-war and steered 
boldly in towards the pirate ship. Fully believing that 
the whalers had carried out their threat and had ob- 
tained an armed force of bluejackets, the pirates hastily 
abandoned their vessel and sought refuge on the shore, 
only to be quickly captured by the inhabitants. 

“The whalemen then released the captive mate and 
put a crew aboard the ship and convoyed her to Nassau, 
where the leader of the mutineers was hung and the re- 
sourceful whalemen were given a reward of $2500 for 
their part in the capture of the pirates. 

“The whalemen at times had mutinies of their own 
which were far more serious than this, however, and 
while many were nipped in the bud, or were suppressed 
before the mutineers were successful, on several occa- 
sions the officers were butchered and the ships seized 
by the crews. 

“Among the noteworthy mutinies on whaling ships was 
that of the Globe of Nantucket, which occurred in 1824, 
and which scarcely has a parallel for the petty events 
which caused it. 

“The Globe sailed from Nantucket in December. 1822, 
and no signs of dissatisfaction or trouble with the crew 
oc :urred for over a year. While skylarking on deck one 
day one of the boat-steerers named Comstock, was 
thrown in a wrestling match with the third mate, Noah 
Fisher, and, infuriated at the latter’s triumph,.he be- 
came so insolent and aggressive that he was knocked 
down, and stunk out of sight, muttering threats to kill 
t* ; officer. 

“No attention waa, given to his threats, however, and 
nothing more was thought of the matter until on the 
night of Jan. 25, 1824, the awful tragedy occurred, when 
Comstock, with four companions, enterec the cabin and 
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killed the captain and first mate while they slept. 

“Aroused by the the second and third mates, 
Lambert and Fisher, barricaded themselves in their 
cebin, but Comstock leaded two muskets and shot 
through the door, one of the balls striking Fisher in 
the mouth. The door was then battered in and Com- 
stock struck at Lambert, but missing him, lost his bal- _ 
ance and fell into the stateroom, where he was seized by 
the mate, but after a short struggle escaped. 

“Fisher, armed with a bayonet, lunged at Comstock, 
but the latter promised to spare the men if they would 
surrender, and Fisher, suffering terribly and badly 
wounded by the musket ball, threw down arms, 
whereupon his brains were promptly blown and 
Lambert’s body was run through by a whale-lance. With 
fiendish ferocity the mutineers then mutilated their vic- 
tims and tossed them overboard, although Lambert was 
still alive and screaming for mercy. 

“The vessel was now in the mutineers’ hands and was 
headed for the Malgrave Islands, where the mutineers 
proceeded to strip and loot her. Very soon, however, a 
drunken quarrel arose over the division of the spoils, 
and during the fight Comstock, the ringleader, was 
killed. Taking advantage of the confusion, six of the 
men who had refused to join. the mutineers, cut the 


. Ship’s cable, worked the vessel out of the bay and headed 


out to sea. 

“After a long and stormy voyage the six men managed 
to reach Valparaiso, where théy turned the ship over to 
the American Consul and related the circumstances of 
the mutiny and their escape. The ship was then put in 
charge of a Captain King and sent home, while a vessel 
was dispatched to the island to capture the mutineers. 
Upon arrival there it was found that the murderers had 
already met with their deserts and that all but two men, 
William Lay of New London and Cyrus Hussey of New 
Bedford, had been killed by the natives. 

“Another notable mutiny on a whaling ship 
place on the ship Junior of New Bedford in 1857. 

“The Junior sailed from New Bedford in July, round- 
ed Cape Horn and cruised on the Pacific until Decem-' 
ber. On Christmas day Capt. Miller served spirits to 
the men and leaving them apparently happy and enjoy- 
ing their celebration of the day, he retired to his cabin. 

“Early the following morning, Dec. 26, Cyrus Plummer 
and four men armed with guns entered the cabin, placed 
the muzzles of their weapons against the bodies of the 
sleeping officers and fired. The captain was killed in- 
stantly and the mates were riddled by bullets, but still 
lived. The third mate was quickly dispatched by a 
whale-spade, but the second and first mates managed to 
escape, and concealed themselves in the hold, although 
the latter had six bullets in his body. 

“The murderers regained the deck, only to be met by 
the members of the crew who still remained loyal, but 
after a short parley all gave in to the mutineers. Now 
that the ship was in their hands the crew devoted them- 
selves to making merry for several days, but soon real- 
ized that they were helpless upon the ocean with no one 
to navigate their vessel. 

“Their first fury had now worn off and the two mates 
were called from the hold, where they had remained for 
five days suffering excruciating tortures from their un- 
cared-for wounds. As their services were required by 
the mutineers, their lives were spared and they were or- 
dered to sail the vessel to Australia. When within 20 
miles of the coast, the ringleader, Plummer, ordered two 
boats lowered and after rifling the ship of valuables and 
provisions, left the vessel and pulled for the land. 

“Their freedom was short-lived, however; eight of 
them were caught and hung, and before their execution 
made a written confession of the part they had played in 
the tragedy, exonerating the other members of the ship’s 
company, and by thus turning State’s evidence the ring- 
leader, Plummer, managed to escape the gallows. 

“But of all perils which beset the whaleman the dan- 
ger of being crushed in the ice was probably the greatest 
and more ships were lost by ice than by all other causes 
combined. 

“On two occasions, in 1871 and in 1876, entire fleets 
were lost in the ice of the Arctic—20 vessels being de- 
stroyed in 1876, while the disaster of 1871 was the great- 
est catastrophe which ever befell the whaling industry, 
32 vessels being destroyed, leaving over 1200 persons 
shipwrecked and causing a monetary loss of over $1,000,- 
000 to New Bedford alone. 

‘In one respect also it stands forth as the most re- 
markable of maritime disasters, for despite the number 
of vessels destroyed, the number of shipwrecked people 
and the rigors and dangers they faced, not a single life 
was lost.”

According to reports received in Great 


Britain, the German aviators assigned to, 


duty with the Fokker machines have 
strict orders to destroy their craft rather 
than to allow one of them to fall into 
the hands of the allies. This is due to 
the fact. it is declared, that one or two 
features which help to make them effec- 
tive for air fighting are secrets which the 
German authorities are striving to keep 
from -the knowledge of the enemy. So 
far as known, it has not been necessary 
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for any of their pilots to resort to this 
desperate expedient.

The ‘taxicab. business troubled them, too. They didn’t 
see, when taxis cost only 20 cents a mile, why they had 
to walk clear across the square to breakfast and other 
meals. 

Of course, there is something to be said on their side. 

They had to be dele- 

gates and things, and 

that meant that they 
must attend meetings 
on the boat and meet- 
ings in the trains and 
meetings in the hotels 
and in halls, corridors 
and everywhere but in 
the snow. And they had 
to listen to speeches, 
the same old speeches 
in English from the 
same old orators who 
had begun in New York 
and the only variation 
was a Norwegian or 

Swedish speech. Even 

on Christmas eve the 
speech habit was so ingrained that a perfectly good 
evening was spoiled. 

Altogether, it is probable that the gentle grafters who 
got mixed in with the party earned whatever they got, 
for they had to go to meetings to escape the suspicion 
of being ‘joy riders; and therefore their graft came high.

T was a queer aggregation that Henry Ford's advis- 
ers and Madame Sehwimmer’s aids had garnered for 
the expedition.

and rangy lady who talked at the Christmas eve banquet 
for 15 minutes, telling utterly unrelated stories because 
she was too embarrassed to sit down. 

And while Henry Ford furnished the funds, Gaston 
Plantiff, general sales agent of the Ford company—a 
“regular guy, believe me’’—was the disbursing agent for 
the trip. Thus it - came about that the newspaper garg, 
characterizing the general joy riders in a song, caroled 
cheerily to the tune of ‘‘Glory. glory, hallelujah:”

. Students, delegates, grafters and newspaper people, 
we traveled far and lived high. And if we fought a lot

MONG the mail received daily by Miss Ger- 

trude L. Prack, secretary of the Girls’ 

Work Department of the St. Louis Young 

Women’s Christian Association are let- 

ters which show that an organization of 

young Women which had its inception in 

St. Louis is rapidly spreading to all parts 

of the United States. It is known as the Hearth Fire 

Girls, and was formed by former members of Ernest 

Thompson Seton’s Camp Fire Girls in revolt against the 

expense, centralized authority and other features of the 
latter organization. ) 

Although the new body is but four years old, there 
are, in addition to that in the Y. W. C. A., branches 
in virtually every Protestant church in St. Louis. Many 
Y. W.. C. A. organizations in the smaller towns of 
Missouri, lowa, Arkansas, Texas, Colorado and Nebras- 
ka have been modeled after the first St. Louis group and 
Miss Prack is constantly receiving letters of inquiry 
from churches, Young Women’s Christian Associations, 
_women’s clubs and girls’ schools all over the country. 

When the 45 groups of Camp Fire Girls in St. Louis 
revolted against the general body, there were approx- 
imately 800 members in this city, centering around 

the group at the Y. W. C. A. Now there are fewer than 
250, the others having gone over to the new organiza- 
tion. 

Among the causes of dissatisfaction among the Camp 
Fire Girls was an edict from the equipment office ig 
New York that all local groups must pay annual dues to tnat 
office in addition to buying their uniforms and equipment there. 
It was found that this office planned a national board of directors 
for the Camp Fire Girls, and did not intend to permit the local 
groups to have a voice in its government. 

The St. Louis girls would not remain Camp Fire Girls, but 
they liked the organization in itself. They found the work inter- 
esting and beneficial and they did not want to give it up al- 
together. So the 45 guardians got together to consider ways and 
means of continuing as an organization without remaining a 
part of the Camp Fire Girls. The curriculum of the Camp Fire 
Girls, the Girl Seouts and the Ladies of King Arthur’s Court 
were studied, and finally Miss Prack, guardian of the Y. W. C. A 
Camp Fire group, evolved a new set of rules and requirements, 
which was an adaptation of the best elements in the three other 
organizations, and suggested its adoption by the St. Louis girls 
under the name of Hearth Fire Girls. 

This plan proved satisfactory and accordingly a constitution 
and bylaws were drawn up and the first group of Hearth Fire 
Girls in America was formed in February, 1912. This group soon 
became too large, so it was divided and new groups formed. 

When asked how many Hearth Fire groups there now are, 
Miss Prack said she had not the least idea 

“Whenever I attend a secretaries’ meeting at any of the Y. W. 
©. A. conventions I hear of new groups,” she said, “and last 
summer when I was in New York I found several groups in that fo 
city itself and in some of the towns nearby. You see, we have 
no general officers. and no general headquarters, so it would be impossible for any 
one guardian to form an estimate of the total membership of the organization in 
the United States without making a regular canvass of the country.” 

The foremost appeal of the Hearth Fire organization, Miss Prack believes, is 
its simplicity. 

“The Camp Fire Girls wore an Indian costume with head dress, beads and other 
ornaments, which called for a considerable expenditure of money. Some of them 
felt embarrassment when called upon to appear in public in them. In addition, 
some of the requirements, such as horseback riding, atjtomobile driving and spend- 
ing so much time in the open every year, called for an additional outlay which 
we found many of the girls in St. Louis could not afford. There was nothing to 
do but withdraw or get an endowment. 


“In planning the Hearth Fire organization we considered all these points, and 
have brought the expense question down to virtually nothing. _Two cents a week 
—and that not every week-—will cover it all for each girl. For degree symbeia. 
we have little stickers which we buy wholesale. The costume is a middy blouse 
and plain skirt. The requirements are such that any person, no matter how small 
her means, may comply with them without extra expense, since they are habits 
rather than diversions. 


“In the matter of dues, our constitution permits each group to decide that ques- 
tion for itself. 

“Of course, the Hearth Fire Girls was formed primarily to meet the needs of the 
girls’ department of the St. Louis Y. W. C. A., with the object of developing its 
memberr socially, intellectually, physically and spiritually, and we have made the

general committee of the girls’ department an ex officts 
Board of Supervision. This plan med best to us, 
Other groups may have other governing rules, according 
to their individual needs. 

“Girls from 12 years old up are eligible. Those under 
12 are permitted to form groups of Hearth Fire Juniors. 
Meetings are held every week, and each group has 
monthly business meeting when credits and emblems 
are awarded. There are three degrees of membership, the 
acorn, the log and the flame degrees. The first requires 
a girl to attend four consecutive meetings of a Hearth 
Fire group, to fulfill four requirements from either the 
compulsory or elective list and to take the vow of fire, 
which is, ‘I promise to do my best to live uprightly, to - 
laugh heartily, to labor cheerfully and to love sin- 
cerely.’ 

“The log degree is attained by presenting 16 com- 
pulsory and 24 elective requirements. The compulsory 
requirements are: 

“Drink at least six glasses of water (not ice water) 
daily for one month. 

“Brush the teeth twice daily for one month. Psa 

“Know how to: (a) Put out clothing on fire, (b) Stop 
bleeding, (c) Restore a fainting person, (d) Es an 
open cut and frost bites. 

“Know how to use the following bandages: (a) Circular, (b) Reverse, (e) Pasar, 
(d) Head, (e) Foot. (f) Sling. 

“Sleep with open windows or out-of-doors for one month. 

“Be able to answer. satisfactorily 10 questions on personal health and hygiene, 
such questions to be based on the guardian’s lecture on the subject. 

“Refrain from chewing gum, candy, pickles, sundaes and all drinks except 
chocolate, milk and water between meals for one month. 

“Take at least half an hour daily out-door exercise or stipulated indoor exercises 
for one month. 

“Know how to tie a square knot and break Sinn: ut 

“Mend a pair of stockings and a knitted undergarment, icake a patch and hem 
some article. 

“Keep a written account of all received and spent for personal use in one month. 

‘Memorize any good poem of not less than twenty-five lines. 

“Know the career of some woman who has served her country or state. 

“Know all the words of ‘America,’ the name of the Governor of the state asd 
the Mayor of the city in which you live. 

“Take the following vow: 

“ ‘Having attained the log degree, I further promise to: 
I can. Be all I can, Anywhere I can.’ 

“Im the elective requirements are the nature group. which includes Senssierteiens of 
elementary botany, ornithology and astronomy, and a little of the practice of each; 
the heaiti group, which requires cleanly habits, eare as to diet and habits of life, 
systematic éxercise and open-air sports.

OT even the contest for supremcy in mu- 
nitions has been more frantic than the 
race between the enemies in the Eu- 
ropean war for ascendency in the air. 
The reason is obvious. Since cavalry 
has become virtually obsolete, so far as 
its functions of scouting and recon- 

naissance are concerned, aeroplanes serve as the eyes of 

the opposing armies; and that side would have an enor- 
mous advantage whose inventors contrived machines 


able to put out the eyes of its foe and blind him by obtaining an In- 


disputable supremacy over his aircraft. 


Therefore a panic was sent quivering through the British Isles when 
recent dispatches told of a new speedy, fast-climbing, armed mono- 
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plane just introduced by the Germans and named the Fokker. The i, 


scare was industriously fanned by the powerful Northcliffe press, for 


the purpose of what it termed its patriotism. Miracles

man defensive lines. It is their task to prevent the 
aeroplanes of the allies from spying out the positions of 
the German troops, and they are supposed to be always 
ready to pursue the machines of the allies which arrive 
for that purpose. 

It is also expected that they will attack squadrons - 
of aeroplanes of the allies which are on their way to 
bombard: German positions and prevent them from car- 
rying out their orders. On this account the Fokkers 
are kept several miles behind that first German line. 
Most of them are 20 miles inside the German front. , 
When a French or British aeroplane is signaled in 
movement toward the German position, and if the pilot 
refuses to be intimidated by the new shrapnel with black 
smoke which the Germans throw aloft with considerable 
precision, then the pilot of the Fokker arises and awaits 
in the sky the adversary’s arrival, with his machine 
ready for the attack, speedy and capable of maneuvering 3 
so as to fire from in front in almost any position the | 
operator may choose. | 

The Fokker monoplane never is allowed to go outside 
of the German lines, and it is imperatively impressed 
upon the aviator that he must keep out of reach of 
the French guns. It is not designed, contrary to reports 
as a weapon of attack, but is rather a defensive ma- 
chine, consumes an extravagant quantity of gasoline, and 
gasoline is scarce within the German lines. The condi 
tions which are thus imposed reduce the activity of the 
German aviators who pilot these machines, the latest 
models of which, equipped with several new improve- 


be replaced. 

Philip Gibbs, writing from British headquarters, says 
that the British reply to the Fokker is already in the 
field. He gives no details of its construction, but it 
seems to. be very much on the same lines as the Ger- 
man machine. But already it is doing more than the 
Fokker (which remains behind its own trenches) by | 
acting as escort to the slower, less mobile machines 
which the British use for reconnaissance work over the 
German position. : 

Gibbs’ story of a battle is interesting. This aviator 
was acting as escort to an aeroplane on reconnaissance 
duty when two Fokkers suddenly appeared behind that 
machine. The pilot, who was 2000 feet above them, 
dived immediately, and, picking out one of the hostile 
craft, opened fire. It was forced down and continued 
the nose dive for at least 6000 feet. By this time the 
second Fokker had climbed higher than his British ad- 
versary from behind, but the aviator chased up the sky 
and came to within 100 feet of the German, when he 
opened fire again. 

After 30 rounds, this machine made a steep nose dive, 
followed down about 4500 feet by the British pilot, who 
saw him to earth at last in a plowed field: The pilot 
climbed again to about 11,000 feet and discovered a Ger- 
man Albatross aloft behind and above one of the scouts. 
It fled after a short encounter. But it was not the last 
adventure of the day, for on returning to the allied lines 
the British pilot saw another Fokker amongst a little 
group of British biplanes on reconnaissance, and scared 
it, and down went the third Fokker at a very steep 
angle, until it disappeared, still nosé-diving, 3000 feet

Apart from that, 
according to Gibbs, the 
Fokker has often been 
challenged and beaten by 
aviators in.the ordinary 
reconnoitering machines, 
On Jan. 17, as men-

Herein is constituted the 
most important feature of the Fokker, an application of 
the invention of Garros, a French aviator. It permits 
the aviator to attack an enemy crait from in front. The 
favorite method of attack is for the Fokker to fly high, 
till one of the allies’ machines appears in sight below. 
Then, if the Fokker is of the fixed-gun type, it stands 
on its head and dives straight for its victim, loosing a 
stream of bullets as soon as it gets within range. By 
making the descent ever so slightly spiral the straight 
stream of bullets becomes a cone of fire, with its apex 
* at the gun and the target inside, so that which ever way 
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The latest French war aeroplane which the Fokker was built to exceed in speed and quickness of manipulation. 


The Taubes and Aviatiks were too stiff for aerial com- 
bat and it became indispensable to the Germans, if they 
did not wish to remain in a condition of manifest in- 
feriority, to construct rapid air craft of another type. 
By borrowing features of various French machines, and 
finally adopting the arrangement which permitted Gar- 
ros to fire through the propeller, they arrived at the 
Fokker.

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Marshall Jenkin’s experience 
with a whale. 


EW chapters in the history of American in- 
dustries contain chronicles of such deeds 
of daring as those performed by the hardy 
Yankee whalemen of the past century. 
Now almost extinct as a class,-as the re- 
sult of modern appliances which make 

f whale hunting a prosaic business with the 
elements of romance and danger almost entirely re- 
moved, the perils they faced and the hardships they 
encountered yet live in song and story. 

When the United States was still in its infancy, these 
intrepid adventurers carried the Stars and Stripes to 
the remotest parts of the seven seas. Perils at which 
the stoutest-hearted sailor of the old-time merchantman 
would quail were a part of their daily routine. They 
braved the crushing ice and the cold of the Arctic, the 
blazing heat of the tropics, storms and uncharted reefs 
with only a thought of some day putting back at their 
home ports with full cargoes of oil. Sometimes they 
were victims of cannibals. } 

Though at all times at the mercy of the elements, 
these dangers were as nothing when compared with the 
risks the whaleman took when engaged in a life and 
death struggle with one of those monsters of the deep. 
In a twinkling one of the small boats in which he was 
forced to approach closely to his quarry might be 
smashed into splinters and tossed high in the air by 
the flirt of a huge tail. The frail craft might also be 
crushed in enormous jaws as easily as a person would 
break a toothpick in his teeth. 

In New Bedford and Nantucket, Mass., the great 
American whaling ports of years gone by, the epic of 
the whaler has been preserved. In the former city a 
monument has been erected in his memory and mu- 
seums have been founded to preserve relics and records 
of his calling. <A _ few 
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Hardy, buckskin-tough, were these old New England 
mariners, heroes of many an epic of battle with 
storm and wave, with ice and calm, with terrible

ished in mutiny, sometimes 
they furnished forth a can- 
nibalistic feast.

“For a few moments the 
creature lay as if stunned, and 
then recovering, started away 
to leeward. As the ship was 
leaking rapidly the pumps were 
at once started and signals 
were set recalling the- absent 
boats to the ship. 

“Suddenly the whale reap- 
peared, rested for a few mo- 
ments thrashing the sea with 
his flukes and opening and 
elosing his gigantic jaws, and then gathering all his 
strength, once more dashed full into the vessel, staving 
in her heavy planks close to the catheads. 

For three days the boats stood by their ship, repair- 
ing and building up their frail whaleboats, one of which 
had been stove. At the end of the third day the Essex 
was seen to be going to pieces very rapidly. In the 
three tiny boats the men headed for the coast of Peru 
—nearly 3000 miles away. 

“Day after day the men toiled at the boats; scorched 
by a tropic sun, parched with thirst, and faint with 
hunger, for the provisions and water they had been able 
to secure from the ship were scarcely enongh to preserve 
life. 

“Five days after deserting the Essex, barren Ducie’s 
Island was reached and the crews landed. Aside from 
a few shells and seabirds there was nothing to eat 
upon the place and no water could be obtained, and on 
Dec. 27 they again set forth, after leaving three men 
who refused to go farther, and who preferred to die upon 
this wave-washed islet rather than endure the tortures 
of hunger and thirst in the open boats. 

“Great as had been their privations before reaching 
the island they were as nothing compared to the tor- 
ments the men underwent on that long, terrible row of 
2500 miles to Juan Fernandez. On Jan. 10, 1820, the sec- 
ond mate died, and two days later the boats became 
separated. One by one the members of the crew suc- 
cumbed to their thirst, hunger and exposure, and as 
they died their companions fell upon their bodies, cut 
them to pieces and devoured the raw flesh like famished 
wolves. , 

“Two of the boats, those of the captain and the sec- 
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_ond mate, remained together until Jan. 29, by which time 


four men had died, and had been devoured and the sur-

“Fire, collisions at sea,

of ocean tragedies in the 
merchant marine, even 
though the vessels sail on 
' regular routes and through 
' . familiar seas and are hedged 
— about with every care and 
precaution for their safety,” 
the author says. “But 
among whalemen such 
perils were of little moment 
aiid were quite lost to sight 
amid the greater dangers peculiar to their calling. 

“Of all dangers which beset the whalemen perhaps the 
least expected was that of a whale ramming the ship 
itself, and yet this happened many times and’ many 
a ship was sent to the bottom by a maddened whale 
smashing in her planks with the tremendous force of 
his massive bulk and enormous strength. 

“Among the numerous records of such catastrophes is 
' . the case of the Nantucket ship Essex, in charge of Capt. 
' George Pollard Jr. The Essex is probably the first known 
instance of a ship sunk by being rammed by a whale, 
as well as one of the most awful ocean tragedies of 
which we have authentic details.

“The captain’s boat was now loaded to the water’s 
edge with 18 men, and as it was useless to attempt to 
capture the whale under these conditions, the boat was 
again headed toward the ship, now six or seven miles 
distant. Hardly had they started when the whale gave 
chase with open jaws and the men felt their last hour 
had come; but for some reason the creature veered off, 
passed the boat within a few feet and disappeared, leav- 
ing the boat to reach the Alexander unharmed. 

“As soon as the men were on board, the boat. was 
sent back to pick up the oars and fittings of the other 
boats and the whale again appearing, the chase was re- 
sumed, but when within 50 rods of the creature, he 
dived, and the attempt at capture was abandoned and 
the boat was pulled slowly towards the approaching ship. 
“The captain was standing at the vessel’s knight- 
heads watching the boat draw near when suddenly the 
whale rose close at hand and before an order could be 
shouted dashed into the ship, staving a huge hole two 
feet from the keel and just abaft the foremast. Into 
the torn and started planking the sea rushéd in a tor- 
rent and the men had barely time to toss a‘ few provi- 
sions into a boat and launch it, ere the ship plunged 
beneath the waves. 

“The predicament of the men, thus suddenly left afloat 
in mid-ocean, was a serious one indeed, for one of the 
boats had been badly stove and leaked rapidly and less 
than one day’s stock of water and food was on hand 
for all the men. Undismayed, however, the crews 
started to pull across the sea toward land, but two days 
later, on Aug. 22, their troubles came to an end as the 
ship Nantucket of Nantucket was sighted. 

“Strangely enough, the whale which attacked and 
sank the Alexander was afterwards captured by a New 
Bedford whaling ship, the Rebecca Simms. Five months 
after the foundering of the Ann Alexander a whale was 
killed by the Simms and pieces of ship’s timber and 
planks were noticed embedded in its head and an ex- 
amination revealed two of the Alexander’s irons in his 
body. 

“Still a stranger fate which befell several whalers and 
merchant ships as well, was running onto whales—the 
result being the same as if~they had struck a rock or 
a reef—and while some were actually sunk in this man- 
ner, the majority of vessels which ran onto whales were 
brought into port, though leaking badly. 

“Of all shipwrecks caused by running onto a whale, 
that of the ship Union of Nantucket, Capt. Edward Gard- 
ner, is the most noteworthy and interesting. 


“The Union sailed from Nantucket for Brazil on Sept. 
19, 1807, and when 12 days out and while proceeding un- 
der easy sail at a speed of seven knots she suddenly 
brought up against a whale. The shock was so great that 
those on board thought the vessel had run onto a rock 
until the animal was seen and a hasty examination 
showed that the’ planking on the starboard bow had 
been smashed in and two timbers had been broken. The 
pumps were started but the water rapidly gained and 
the crew prepared to leave the ship. The men were di- 
vided equally in two boats, which headed for the Azores, 
over 600 miles distant. 

“By Oct. 2 the men managed to rig up sails, but during 
the next two days the wind rose to a gale, the extempo- 
rized sails were carried away and the two boats were 
lashed together and allowed to drift. Owing to the 
haste in which the men left the ship very few provisions 
and an insufficient supply of water had been put in 
the boats, and by Oct. 4 the men were put on rations con- 
sisting of but three quarts of water and 16 small cakes 
for the whole company for each 24 hours. 

“Starvation was staring them in the face, their thirst, 
was terrible, and their case 
seemed hopeless, when on 
Oct. 9, they sighted the 
island of Flores and landed 
safely after being adrift for 
seven days and eight 
nights, during which time 
they had rowed, sailed and 
drifted for 600 miles. 

“Sometimes stories of a 
‘mad whale’ were spread 
among the whalers—tales 
of some monster of excep- 
tional ferocity and courage 
—a whale warrior who de- 
stroyed lives and boats and 
invariably escaped, and 
avhen at last some vessel 
captured such a fighter and 
identified him by the irons 
found in his body the re- 
port was circulated among 
all the whalers far and 
near. - 

“Such an incident was 
reported by the ship Hector 
r of New Bedford. In Oc- 
tober, 1832, the boats were lowered and started after a 
large whale, but before they were within striking dis- 
tance the creature turned, stove one of the boats and 
threw its occupants into the sea. The Captain’s boat

the British brig Indian and the three survivors were 
taken aboard. Five days later the ship Dauphin of 
Nantucket sighted a weather-beaten, tossing whaleboat, 
and bearing down upon her found Capt. Pollard and 
Charles Ramsdale still alive, the sole survivors of their 
boat’s crew. 

“The third boat was never heard from and the story 
of her occupants was never known, but those who were 
saved ultimately recovered and Capt. Pollard, in later 
years, was employed as a deckhand on Fulton's famous 
steamboat, the Hudson. 

“Somewhat similar, but with a far happier ending, 
was the case of the Ann Alexander of New Bedford, 
‘Capt. John S. Deblois, which sailed on a whaling cruise 
on Jan. 1, 1858. 

“On Aug. 20 the mate's boat was fast to a whale when 
the creature suddenly turned, seized the boat in his jaws 
and smashed it to bits. The Captain at once hurried 
to the assistance of the struggling men, took them into 
his boat and headed for the ship. 

“Meanwhile the waterboat had been lowered and sent 
to assist the captain with his overcrowded boat, the 
crews were divided between the two boats and once 
more the indomitable whaiers attacked the whale, but 
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hurried to their rescue, but the furious, fighting whale 
dashed at it, seized it in his enormous armed jaw and 
chewed and smashed it to pieces. The mate, struggling 
in the water, was then seized by the creature and al- 
though bitten and chewed and badly wounded, he was 
finally released alive. 

“Meanwhile the other boats had drawn near and fear- 
lessly attacked the whale, and despite his ferocity and 
resistance the men succeeded in killing him. When he 
was cut up irons of the ship Barclay were found buried 
in him and he was thus identified as being a well-known 
fighter which had already destroyed several boats and 
men, among them the first mate of the Barclay, who 
had been killed three months previously. 

“The danger of being seized and bitten by a whale was 
only one of the many perils of the chase and numerous 
instances of men killed and injured in this manner are 
recorded. 

“The first instance of the sort recorded was in 1766, 
when a sperm whale rammed a boat, threw out the son 
of the captain and catching the unfortunate man, car- 
ried him off in his jaws. 

“More remarkable was the case of Marshall Jenkins,

It needed all her reverence for him 
to keep down her amusement at his appearance as he 
flung his barrel-like body this way or that and kicked 
up his short, fat, almost kneeless legs. She was a trial 
to his temper, for she had no tradition, instinct or train- 
ing in the dance and he had no breath or agility. 


As Ned Krug was buckling the harness on Sliver he 
murmured, “You two was cert’ny some scream; fat old 
gander tryin’ to learn a squab to dance a turkey trot. 
But you're all right, girlie: you and me’s a sketch. We'll 
have some swell times togedder, won't we?” 

“Yes, we won't we!"’ was Sliver’s only answer. Krug 
liked her haughty manner.

I'm batty about you and you'll find me a regular feller.” 

He kept his hands about her waist longer than seemed 
necessary and Sliver gave him a smack in the face. It 
was so loud that Mr. Bruni, at the opposite side of the 
stage, turned to see if a pulley had broken. 

She went up kicking and swirling. She was out of 
Krug’s reach, but more than ever in his power. He gave 
her one or two sickening lurches to emphasize this fact 
and she was frightened beyond screaming. But she was 
even more afraid of being returned to her old life. 
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ROBABLY the most valuable tapes- 
try anywhere in the Middle West 
is now in the new annex living 
room of the Edward A. Faust 
mansion, 1 Portland place. Woven 
in Flanders in the fifteenth cen- 
tury for the royal house of Spain, 
it has passed through many hands 
until Mr. Faust obtained it. 

It is 21 feet 5% inches wide and 
11 feet 10% inches in height and 
includes 38 figures, some of them 
being of life size. It portrays one 
of the most thrilling dramas of the 
Old Testament, the story of King 
David and Bathsheba, beautiful 

wife of Uriah, the Hittite soldier. 

The tapestry originally formed part of a collection of 
Flemish art treasures belonging to the Kings of Spain, 
and for a long time was in the royal palace at Madrid. 
About 50 years ago, a M. Le Francois, a French engineer, 
bought it and took it to France where it remained in his 
chateau at Vierville (Calvados) until recently. 

Its value is not easy to learn. Among connojsseurs it 
is said that $100,000 would be a fair figure; Its present 
owner, however, declines to discuss the matter of cost in 
connection with his treasure. 

Old as it is, it is still remarkable for the richness of 
its coloring and for the limning of the figures. They seem 
almost to stand out in high relief against the background. 
In composition it is a masterpiece. ‘Silk was employed in 
its construction and gives it a brilliant appearance. 

It is one of the most perfect of the fifteenth century 
tapestries in existence. Another of the same set, depict- 
ing scenes in the life of David, has long been considered 
one of the choicest treasures of the museum at Brussels. 

The Biblical narrative of this ancient romance is to be 
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found in the second book of Samuel, beginning with the 
eleventh chapter. It will be remembered that King David 
was walking onthe roof of his royal house one evening 
when he observed Bathsheba at her bath and became so 
enamored of her that he lost no time in ascertaining who 
she was and having her brought to him. 


When the amour could no longer be concealed, David 
sent to Joab, commander of his army then fighting the 
Ammonites, and ordered that Uriah be sent to Jerusalem at 
once. The wily monarch tried twice in vain to reunite 
Jriah and his wife, but Uriah was a bluff soldier of the 
time, and refused to go to his own home while his com- 
panions were suffering the hardships of the field. 


David sent him back to Joab with a letter, instructing 
the commander to put Uriah in the forefront of the battle 
so that he might be slain. The thing fell out as arranged. 
When David learned of Uriah’s death, he again sent for 
Bathsheba and made her his wife. A child was born to 
them soon after. 


The King was not, however, to go unpunished for this 
great sin. Nathan, the prophet, denounced him for it to 
his face and promised him that the child would die. 
David supplicated the Lord in vain, for the child did die. 
Yet there was a measure of consolation in it after all, for 
Bathsheba bore David another son, destined to become the 
most brilliant ruler of all Israel, Solomon. 


The tapestry is really divided into three sections. In 
the center of the composition, David and Bathsheba are 
standing on a flowered carpet in front of a richly decorated 
double throne. The King’s face is bearded; his hands are 
clasped together with the fingers interlaced, the head raised 
towards heaven. He is clad in a heavy mantle lined with 
red over a blue doublet, ornamented with gold embroidery 
of a large pattern, and round his waist is a belt of gold 
work. A collar of precious stones crosses his breast. The 
shoes are of cloth of gold, ornamented with pearls. A 
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richly decorated cap covers his head. On the border of 
the garment, where it touches the left leg, is written the 
word, ‘‘David.” 

Bathsheba stands near the King, her arms crossed over 
her breast in a submissive manner, her head slightly bowed. 

«She wears a robe with large sleeves, lined with red, which 
is covered by a mantle with an ermine collar and bordered 
with the same fur. The collar is fastened with a gold chain 
and two clasps. A similar clasp fastens her girdle. On 

_ her head she wears a padded cap covering a veil. 

Important as are these two personages, even more im- 
portant is the figure of Nathan, standing in the foreground, 
his right hand upraised in a sweeping gesture, his face 
looking upward as if he were reading the heavens. There 
is a paper in the left hand. Seated near him is a young 
woman, apparently looking at the prophet.with astonish- 
ment. It is this group which gives the tapestry its title, 
“The Prophecy of Nathan.” 

The left-hand section shows David sending Uriah forth 
as the unconscious bearer of his own death warrant. The 
King is wearing the same garb as in the central part. His 
right hand holds his royal scepter, while his left is ex- 
tending that celebrated letter to Joab—a letter composed 
by the same man who wrote the Psalms and destined to 
as dedthless a memory, although for different reasons, as 
the Psalms themselves. 

Uriah is simply dressed and is bowing before the King 
in proper humility. Behind and surrounding the pair are 
four men-at-arms in different dresses. 

The right-hand section shows Uriah delivering the fatal 
message to Joab. The latter, that stern, obedient soldier, 
who never faltered in his duty as he understood it, and 
who afterwards rebuked David to his face for his leniency 
towards his traitorous son, Absalom, is clad in armor, over 
which is a sober-colored but rich costume. He has just 
left his tent and is escorted by two men-of-arms, bearing 
lances, and two nobles. He has advanced towards Uriah 
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courteously and, bareheaded, is shaking hands with him. 

These two subordinate panels are merely set as contrasts 
to the principal picture, which they /serve to accentuate. 
Manifestly everybody present is more interested in what 
Nathan has to say than in the royal lovers.’ In a group to 
the right, near the center, is a young woman, gorgeously 
appareled, sitting in an armchair of blue velvet decorated 
with gold. Another young woman leans towards her: seated 
in front of them is a lord, who appears to be explaining the 
words of the prophet. Behind this group a lord and lady 
have fixed their eyes on Nathan. Further to the right 
are four other persons in rich costumes, two men and two 
women. To the left of Nathan there is a couple standing a 
little back of him and between them and the end of the 
tapestry are three more lords and three ladies. The fore- 
ground is covered with plants and flowers. The whole is 
enclosed in its original border, composed of garlands of 
foliage, forming part of the design. 

Outside of-the wonderful workmanship, the tapestry is 
unmistakably the creation of a genuine artist. His figures 
make the whole story vivid. The courtiers have surrounded 
the royal pair to render them the homage of adulation. 
The bride is happy and. proud and the bridegroom has led 
her out with the air of a conqueror. 

Into the crowd of ,.merrymakers stalks the stern figure 
of the Man of God. He does not note the graciousness of 
the new Queen or the majesty of her husband. He only 
sees a poor, wronged man, treacherously sent to his doom. 
His duty is gear, A black sin has been committed and he 
must rebuké it. Stretching his hand towards heaven, he 
utters bitter words of condemnation; he pronounces the 
doom that shall blast the first fruits of this wicked mar- 
riage. Truly a strange greeting for a bridal! Of all the 
personages in this group, old Nathan is by far the most 
striking and well he should be. It was not a safe thing to 


rebuke a mighty King of Israel in those days, as the 


Biblical annals of the time so fully show. 
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
